on the operation of 
Agreements with the provinces 
under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act 


for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1969 


This is the eleventh report to Parliament required to be 
made in accordance with Section 9 of the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act and it is made with respect to the 
operation of Agreements under the Act for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1969. 


Part I of this report describes the amendments made during 
the year under review to the federal-provincial Agreements under 
the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. A descrip- 
tion is given of the provincial programs in force at the end of 
the year under review, as well as an outline of the Directorate 
and the Advisory Committee on Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services. A summary of the statutory basis for federal contri- 
butions and advance payments to the provinces is also included. 


Part II of this report contains statistical data derived 
from the Annual Return of Hospitals for 1967 and analyzes the 
operations of hospitals and other facilities listed in the federal- 
provincial Agreements, 


It should be noted that the data concerning federal 
financial contributions, other than the final contribution for 
1966, and the number of insured persons as set out in Part I of 
this report, relate to the fiscal year ended March 31, 1969. 

The hospital utilization and financial data are based generally 
on the calendar year, and, for this reason, such statistical 

data concerning the operation of hospitals relate to the calendar 
year 1967 and are set out in Part II of this report. 


PART | — Relating to Fiscal Year 1968-1969 


1. Operation of Agreements with Provinces 


(a) 


Changes in Agreements 


There were a few changes in the federal-provincial 
agreements during the year under review. 


Quebec has increased its amount payable for 
insured in-patient services provided in a hospital 
outside Canada. The Domrémy Clinics at Pointe-du-Lac 
(Trois-Riviéres) and Quebec City, hospitals for the 
treatment of alcoholics and drug addiction have been 
added to the federal-provincial agreements. 


Saskatchewan has included in their Agreement 
provision for levying authorized charges. 


Most of the provinces also amended their Agreement 
with the Federal Government to take into account changes 
in the listing of hospitals and to indicate changes of 
rates for insured out-patient services. 


Summary of Provincial Programs 


Because of the variation in programs provided by 
the provinces in accordance with agreements under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, it has 
been the practice to include in this report a summary 
of provincial programs as at the end of the fiscal year 
under review. 


(1) In-Patient Services 


Since it is a primary requisite for entering 
into an agreement under the federal Act that a 
province provide, on uniform terms and conditions, 
the in-patient services specified in the federal 
law, all of the provinces provide the following as 
insured in-patient services: 


(1) accommodation and meals at the standard or 
public ward level, 


(iil) necessary nursing service, 


(iii) laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic 
procedures together with the necessary inter- 
pretations for the purpose of maintaining 
health, preventing disease and assisting in 
the diagnosis and treatment of any injury, 
illness or disability, 


(iv) drugs, biologicals and related preparations 
as provided in an agreement when administered 
in the hospital, 


(v) use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic 
facilities, including necessary equipment and 
supplies, 


(vi) routine surgical supplies, 


(vii) use of radiotherapy facilities where 
available, 


(viii) use of physiotherapy facilities where 
available, 


(ix) services rendered by persons who receive 
remuneration therefor from the hospital, and 


(x) such other services as are specified in an 
agreement. 


(2) Out-Patient Services 


While the federal law authorizes the Minister 
of National Health and Welfare to enter into an 
agreement to make contributions towards the costs 
of the above services on an out-patient basis as 
well, the law is permissive in this regard and the 
provinces are free to choose which, if any, out- 
patient services they propose to provide as insured 
services. 


A common feature of out-patient services 
provided in most of the provinces is the fairly 
broad range of services in the specific event of 
an accident. In Ontario, these are provided within 
a period of 24 hours after an accident (Ontario 
also provides follow-up care in fracture cases). 
Under certain circumstances this period may be 
extended in Quebec and Manitoba. In Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, emergency services are provided 
within a period of 48 hours of an accident, and 
follow-up care is included for a period of 90 days 
after an accident in New Brunswick. 


In Newfoundland, selected diagnostic and 
treatment procedures are provided as insured out- 
patient services such as laboratory and radiological 
procedures including radioactive isotopes, electro- 
encephalograms, cardiograms and basal metabolism 
estimations together with the necessary 


interpretations, use of radiotherapy facilities 
including radioactive isotopes, use of physio-— 
therapy facilities, day care services and clinic 
and emergency visits, including use of operating 
rooms, application of casts, drugs, and medical 
and surgical supplies administered in hospitals. 


Prince Edward Island provides laboratory and 
radiological procedures as specified, including 
the use of radioactive isotopes, drugs, biologicals 
and related preparations for emergency diagnoses 
and treatment and all of the other services 
prescribed as in-patient services in the federal 
Act. 


In Nova Scotia, the services of the Tumour 
Clinic and laboratory tests from time to time 
specified by the Commission, together with the 
necessary interpretations, are insured as well as 
all medically necessary diagnostic radiological 
examinations. Moreover, physiotherapy and radio- 
therapy facilities where available are insured. 
Minor medical and surgical procedures and the 
provision of blood, including blood fractions, are 
also insured out-patient services as well as 
diabetic day care clinics, pulmonary function 
tests and inhalation therapy. 


In New Brunswick, insured out-patient services 
include laboratory procedures as specified together 
with the necessary interpretations, physiotherapy 
services, certain services when provided for specific 
procedures, principally minor surgical, radiotherapy 
where available for proven cases of cancer and 
electro-shock therapy. Basal metabolic rate, E.C.G. 
and E.E.G. with interpretations are also insured 
under the program, 


Quebec provides minor surgical procedures as 
specified from time to time including necessary 
radiological and laboratory examinations directly 
related to these procedures along with the examina- 
tion of tissues with the necessary interpretations. 
Psychiatric day care and night care in psychiatric 
departments of certain specified hospitals are 
provided as well as electro-shock and insulin-shock 
therapy in psychiatric departments of general 
hospitals in the province. Audiology and speech 
therapy, medical orthoptics, occupational therapy 
and cytological examinations are also covered under 
the plan as are prescribed radiotherapy and physio- 
therapy treatments in recognized hospitals. In 


addition, all radiological diagnostic services, 
including tests involving the use of radioisotopes 
are now covered and any other diagnostic test or 
procedure performed upon medical prescription, such 
as electroencephalograms, electrocardiograms, 
echoencephalograms, vectorcardiograms, phonocardio- 
grams, angiocardiograms and opthalmological 
diagnostic tests are also included as insured 
services. 


Ontario provides certain medical and therapeutic 
procedures in cases where the procedure would be 
Carried out as an in-patient service, in specified 
hospitals. Other services include the use of radio- 
therapy, occupational therapy, physiotherapy and 
speech therapy in specified hospitals. 


Manitoba provides minor surgical procedures, 
as designated; physiotherapy, occupational therapy 
and speech therapy when used for medical rehabili- 
tation and electro-shock therapy; the services 
provided by the Manitoba Cancer Treatment and 
Research Foundation and the Pre-School Development 
Clinic administered by the Children's Hospital of 
Winnipeg. 


In Saskatchewan, insured out-patient services 
include all radiological and laboratory procedures 
including electrocardiograms and electroencephalo- 
grams and the interpretations thereof carried out 
by a hospital in the course of providing diagnostic 
services, all physiotherapy and occupational therapy 
services and the non-medical component of all other 
procedures carried out by a hospital in the course 
of providng diagnostic or treatment services. 


Insured services in Alberta include services 
provided by the Provincial Cancer Clinics and the 
Provincial Laboratories and all services normally 
provided by a hospital to in-patients, including 
radiotherapy and physiotherapy where available. 
All out-patient services are subject to a 20% 
authorized charge payable by the patient. 


In the agreement with British Columbia, out- 
patient cancer therapy services in designated 
facilities is listed as well as specified day-care 
surgical services. 


In the Territories, certain laboratory, radio- 
logical and other diagnostic procedures and necessary 
interpretations are provided. 


(3) Methods of Provincial Financing 


Since the provinces were free to devise their 
own methods for financing the provincial share of 
costs, a variety of methods of financing has emerged. 
Initially, five provinces used a premium method but 
subsequently, two provinces changed to general revenue; 
one province levies a sales (hospital) tax. Other 
provinces finance their share of costs out of general 
revenue and, in some instances, a combination of 
methods is used. 


The premium method is used in Ontario, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. It had been used in 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island but it was 
abolished in the former from January 1, 1961 and 
the latter from December 1, 1962. 


The Ontario monthly premium is $5.50 for single 
persons and $11.00 for families. Insured persons 
in Ontario are entitled to insured services and, in 
addition, to services over and above those included 
in the agreement under the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act. Their provincial program 
includes insured services in mental hospitals and 
tuberculosis sanatoria. There is a compulsory pay- 
roll deduction clause in the Ontario law in relation 
to establishments of fifteen or more employees, 
including the employer. Unlike the majority of 
provinces, this category of residents is the only 
category with respect to whom insurance coverage is 
compulsory in the province, the program being 
available to all others on a voluntary basis. 


The Manitoba monthly premium for single persons 
and families is $3.60 and $7.20 respectively. A 6% 
charge on personal income tax and an extra 1% tax 
On taxable income of corporations, are levied to 
provide for the provincial costs not covered by the 
premiums, A compulsory payroll deduction is applied 
for employed groups of three or more persons. Provi- 
sion is also made to exempt from this group certain 
categories of persons for such reasons as temporary 
Or part-time employment. 


The annual premium or hospitalization tax in 
Saskatchewan is $24 and $48 for single persons and 
families respectively and authorized charges have 
been established recently. The funds derived from 
the hospitalization tax and the authorized charges 
are augmented by general revenue funds. 


In all premium provinces, reduced premium rates 
are levied with respect to the families of Armed 


Forces personnel and members of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 


British Columbia finances the provincial share 
of costs out of the general revenue of the province 
(part of a provincial sales tax in British Columbia 
is paid into the general revenue fund for hospital 
insurance). A similar method of financing is used 
in Quebec, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
Newfoundland, the Yukon and the Northwest Territories. 
Both British Columbia and the Northwest Territories 
supplement this source of revenue by the levy of 
authorized charges discussed below. Alberta raises 
a portion of its share of costs from a mill rate 
levied on property, as well as levying an authorized 
charge. Nova Scotia finances its program through a 
five per cent sales tax. 


Four provinces, Saskatchewan, Alberta, British 
Columbia and the Northwest Territories, have 
included in their agreement provisions for levying 
authorized charges directly to patients for insured 
services. In Saskatchewan, in-patients other than 
newborns are charged $2.50 per day for the first 
30 days of in-patient care, $1.50 per day for the 
next 60 days and no further charge after 90 days of 
hospitalization. In Alberta, in-patients (other 
than newborn infants) are charged $5.00 for the 
first day and $2.50 for each succeeding day of 
hospitalization in general hospitals. In the case 
of newborn infants in general hospitals, a $1.00 
per day charge is made. For all persons admitted 
to auxiliary hospitals the authorized charge is 
$1.50 per day. For out-patient services, the 
patient pays a 20% authorized charge. British 
Columbia has an authorized charge of $1.00 per 
day for in-patients (excluding newborns) and out- 
patients pay $1.00 per visit for cancer therapy, 
and $2.00 for day-care surgical services. In the 
Northwest Territories, in-patients are subject to 
an authorized charge of $1.50 per day. 


Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the 
provinces is calculated on the basis of a formula 
contained in the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act. This formula has been designed in such 
a way as to provide a higher percentage of federal 
assistance to those provinces in which the per capita 
cost of hospital care is lower than the national 
average and to provide for a lower percentage federal 
contribution to the provinces where the per capita cost 
exceeds the national average. 


The federal contribution, as set out in the Act, 
is the aggregate in the year of twenty-five per cent 
of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada, 
that is the national per capita cost, and twenty-five 
per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services 
in the province less the amount of authorized charges, 
multiplied by the average for the year of the number 
of insured persons in the province. 


The effect of this formula is that the high-cost 
provinces receive a lower percentage of their costs 
from the Federal Government than do the low-cost 
provinces. The inclusion in the formula of the national 
per capita cost, however, acts as a deterrent to all 
provinces, as increases or decreases in provincial in- 
patient costs change the federal contribution directly 
by only twenty-five per cent, the remaining twenty-five 
per cent federal contribution being spread over all 
provinces through the national per capita. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an 
annual basis, provision is made in the Hospital Insurance 
Regulations for advances on account of contributions, so 
that the provinces are not required to wait for reimburse- 
ment in respect of the amount which they are required to 
pay to hospitals on a continuing basis. In order to 
expedite the payment of advances and, at the same time, 
to forestall the likelihood of major financial adjust- 
ments after the end of the year, the formula which is 
used for the calculation of the advance payment provides 
for a small holdback. The formula for the advance, 
therefore, differs from the formula for the annual 
contribution in that twenty-three and one-half per cent 
of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada 
is paid instead of the twenty-five per cent provided 
for in the annual contribution calculation, and the 
amount of the advance, unlike the amount of the contri- 
bution itself, is calculated on the basis of provincial 
payments, which may or may not be shareable costs as 
defined in the law. 


Since the amount of the federal payment is 
calculated on a formula which includes the per capita 
cost of in-patient hospital care in Canada, studies 
are carried out to ensure the continuing accuracy of 
this figure, Changes in the national per capita cost 
are made, subject to the approval of Treasury Board, 
at varying intervals as the situation requires. The 
purpose of making periodic adjustments in the national 
per capita is to maintain realistic advance payments 
and to eliminate major adjustments in the calculations 
of the federal contribution. 


(d) 


The costs which are shareable by the Federal 
Government are described in the federal legislation. 
The Act specifically excludes from shareable costs 
amounts expended on the capital cost of land, buildings 
or physical plant; on the payment of any capital debt 
or interest related to capital debt; on the payment of 
debt incurred prior to the coming into force of the 
agreement or on the interest related to such prior debt; 
or any provision for depreciation on the value of land, 
buildings or physical plant. The term "physical plant" 
is defined in the Regulations as excluding furniture and 
movable equipment, or non-movable equipment specially 
required for use in a hospital. Thus, these items are 
shareable. 


In this connection it should be noted that most of 
the capital items which are, by definition, excluded 
from shareable costs, such as the costs of construction 
and other matters pertaining to physical plant, are 
supported by the Federal Government through the National 
Health Grants program (particularly through the Hospital 
Construction Grant) and in some cases through the Health 
Resources Fund. 


Generally speaking, shareable costs are the operating 
costs of the hospital which have been approved by the 
provincial authority and which have been determined in 
accordance with recognized and generally accepted 
accounting principles and procedures. The operating costs 
of a hospital as defined in the Regulations, however, 
specifically exclude some items which, although provided 
in or in connection with the hospital, are not considered 
to be an integral part of the operation of the hospital. 


The province is required to review and approve as 
a basis of payment the costs of each hospital, and these 
approved costs form the basis of the federal sharing 
formula. 


Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured 
persons in a province and outlined in the Agreements 
differ, since the method used by a province to finance 
the provincial share of costs has a direct bearing on 
the availability of an actual count of insured persons. 
In the three Provinces which levy premiums, Ontario, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, insured persons are 
registered and identification certificates are provided. 
However, even in these circumstances the methods of 
registration differ. In Ontario and Manitoba, registra- 
tion is for single persons and for the family head, but 


no actual count of the number of dependents of the 

family head is made. In order, therefore, to calculate 
the average number of persons in the province who are 
eligible for and entitled to insured services, a number 
which is required in connection with the federal contri- 
butions to the provinces, an estimate of the average 
number of dependents in these two provinces is made by 

the Dominion Statistician. In Saskatchewan, the registra- 
tion method used by the province consists of a head 

count including dependents. 


Coverage is automatic or compulsory in all provinces 
except Ontario where persons employed in an undertaking 
having a total of 15 or more employed persons are the 
only mandatory groups, coverage being voluntary for the 
remaining population. 


In provinces where no premiums are levied and 
where the provincial share of costs is paid out of 
general revenue, sales or property tax, no individual 
registration of insured persons is required and coverage 
is universal. Insofar as these provinces are concerned, 
provision was made in the Agreements for calculation of 
the number of insured persons on the basis of a popula- 
tion estimate for a given date in the year (June 1) as 
determined by the Dominion Statistician. 


The Hospital Insurance Regulations define 
“population” to mean the population of Canada or the 
province, as certified by the Dominion Statistician, 
and, calculated for a calendar year in which a census 
was taken, as the population of Canada or of the 
province as ascertained by the census; for other than 
a census year, the population of Canada or of the 
province on the lst day of June in that year according 
to published original intercensal estimates of the 
Dominion Statistician. 


There are certain categories of persons with respect 
to whom hospital services are provided under a statute 
other than the hospital insurance legislation, and who 
are, therefore, not entitled to insured services. For 
the most part, these consist of members of the Armed 
Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. In 
addition, inmates of federal penitentiaries are 
provided with hospital services by the Federal Govern- 
ment. In the Dominion Bureau of Statistics population 
estimates, therefore, the number of the members of the 
regular forces, members of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and persons serving terms of imprisonment in a 
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federal penitentiary, amounting to some .5% of the 
total population, are deducted so as to provide a 
"net" population figure for the purpose of calculating 
the eligible population. 


Table A shows by province, the number of insured 
persons on March 31, 1969 as reported for purposes of 
advance payments, the advance estimate of net popula- 
tion as of June 1, 1969 as provided by the Dominion 
Statistician and the percentage of insured persons to 
the total net population at the end of the fiscal year 
under review. At the end of the year, all of the net 
population except for two provinces was entitled to 
insured services. Moreover, in Ontario, in spite of 
the partially voluntary aspect of their program, 98.6% 
of the net population was insured at the end of the 
year. In Canada as a whole, 99.5% of the net population 
was insured. 


The percentage of insured persons in Canada on 
March 31 to net population, has increased steadily 
Since the inception of the hospital insurance program. 
64.5% of the population were insured persons as of 
March 31, 1959 and until 1961, there were larger 
increases due to the increasing number of provinces 
participating in the program. However, since 1961, 
the increases represent increases in the number of 
persons covered in provinces already participating in 
the program and range from 97.7% in 1961 to 99.5% as 
of March 31, 1969. The net population of Canada as 
estimated by the Dominion Statistician (Table B) has 
increased from 16,918,000 in 1958 to 20,626,000 in 
1968 or a population increase of 21.9% during these 
ten years. 


Federal Payments 


As in prior years, payments to the provinces during 
the year under review consisted of monthly advance pay- 
ments on a current basis and the payment of the final 
contribution based on shareable costs for the calendar 
year 1966. A further advance on account of the contri- 
butions to the provinces, payable on the submission of 
acceptable final cost reports for the year 1967, was 
also paid to some provinces. The final payment of the 
federal contribution for 1966 was completed in March 
1969 and special advances were made to Prince Edward 
Island, Alberta and the Yukon Territory following 
receipt of their cost reports for 1967. Table C 
summarizes these payments. The advance payments to 
the provinces for the year under review amounted to 
$543,589,832.97 and final payments to $18, 342,753.54 
Making a total of S561,932,566.51.

Table D shows the total payments by fiscal year, to 
participating provinces since the inception of the 
hospital insurance program on July 1, 1958, totalling 
over three and one-half billion dollars. It should be 
recalled that in 1958-59, only five provinces (Newfound- 
land, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia) participated at the beginning of the program, 
while two additional provinces (Nova Scotia and Ontario) 
operated programs for three months only. These seven 
provinces were joined during the fiscal year 1959-60 by 
two other provinces which operated programs for only 
part of that fiscal year (New Brunswick from July 1 and 
Prince Edward Island from October 1). During the fiscal 
year 1960-61 the remaining provinces commenced to 
participate in the program (Northwest Territories, 
Aprilhel -.41960; pYukon,~ Juby “b,-)960pyand’Ouebecp January 
1, 1961). The fiscal year 1961-62 was the first year 
during which all of the provinces were participating 
for thestull fiseal year, 


Since the federal payments are based on provincial 
shareable costs, factors which must be considered in 
connection with the payments shown in this Table are 
the increase in population accompanied by a corresponding 
increase in the number and type of hospital beds which 
were made available to meet the needs of the increasing 
population; and increasing hospital costs due ina 
large part to readjustments in salaries and wages which 
form a substantial percentage of overall hospital 
expenditures. During the period there has been an 
increase in the out-patient services provided to insured 
persons, a broadening of the benefits for the chronically 
ill and for acute psychiatric care and cost increases 
due to advances made in medical science. 


Table E shows the total contributions by province, 
by calendar year instead of by fiscal year as was shown 
in Table D. As explained earlier, hospital insurance 
contributions are calculated on the basis of the calendar 
year. It will be noted that the amounts shown for 1958 
to 1966 represent both advance payments and final payments. 
The amounts shown for 1967 and 1968 represent advance 
payments only and the amounts shown for 1969 represent 
advance payments for the first three months of that 
calendar year ended March 31, 1969. 


Final Contribution for 1966 


The final contributions payable for 1966 and paid 
during the fiscal year under review were calculated on 
the basis of the formula set out in the Hospital 
Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act and described in 


section l(c) of this report. The per capita cost of 
in-patient services in 1966 is shown in Table F. It 
will be noted that the national per capita cost was 
$55.19 and that in four provinces and the Northwest 
Territories, the cost exceeded this national figure. 
As a result, in these provinces the federal contri- 
bution. represented a percentage of less than 50%, 
whereas the provinces in which the per capita cost 
was less than the national, received contributions 
exceeding 50% of their shareable costs. 


Table G shows particulars of the total contribution 
for in-patient services in 1966. The contribution 
totalled over $377 million and does not include the 
contribution to the Province of Quebec which is payable 
under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) 
Act. 


Table H shows the amount of the federal contribution 
made for insured out-patient services in 1966. The scope 
of insured out-patient services, as evidenced in this 
Table, varies considerably between provinces. The 
federal contribution towards the cost of out-patient 
services in a province is in the same proportion as the 
federal contribution for in-patient services in that 
province. 


Table J shows the total contribution payable by 
Canada to participating provinces with respect to 1966, 
totalling 390 million dollars. It will be recalled, 
however, that advances had been made to the provinces 
in an amount exceeding 377 million dollars so that the 
final payment for 1966 totalled about twelve million 
dollars. 


Table K sets out the details of the cost of in- 
patient services in 1966 in each of the provinces. It 
will be noted that the provincial costs shown on the 
last line of this table are the final in-patient costs 
reported in Table F. This table shows the amount 
included or deducted in computing the in-patient costs. 


The amounts shown for room differentials in the 
offset income section (Table F) amount to 50% of the 
net earnings of the hospitals from charges for private 
and semi-private accommodation over and above standard 
ward rates. 


The provincial payments to federally-owned hospitals 


are shown in paragraph 2 of Table K. These are payments 
for insured in-patient services rendered to insured 
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(g) 


persons in hospitals operated by the Departments of 
Veterans Affairs, National Defence and National Health 
and Welfare. 


When insured services are furnished to a person in 
respect of an injury or disability, where such person 
is legally entitled to recover the cost of such services 
from some other person by way of damages, the hospital 
account is paid by the provincial authority, and action 
is taken to recover the cost from the responsible third 
party. The amounts so recovered in respect of insured 
in-patient services are shown on the second last line 
of Table K. 


Comparative Data 


It has been explained previously that essential 
parts of the formula for the payment of contributions 
to the provinces are the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in the provinces, and the per capita cost of 
in-patient services in Canada. For the final calcula- 
tion of the federal contribution, these per capita costs 
are based on actual shareable costs as defined in the 
Hospital Insurance Regulations. In making comparisons 
with the amounts of the final contributions as set out 
in earlier reports to Parliament, it should be remembered 
that, for the calendar year 1959, only seven provinces 
participated in the joint program for the whole of the 
calendar year, Nova Scotia and Ontario having commenced 
on January 1, 1959. Insofar as the calendar year 1958 
was concerned, only the original five provinces were 
participating (Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and British Columbia) and these joint programs 
only commenced on July lst of that year. Commencing 
January 1, 1965, the method of payment to the Province 
of Quebec was subject to a special agreement made under 
the terms of the Established Programs (Interim Arrange- 
ments) Act so that while the shareable costs in Quebec 
were determined in the same manner as for the other 
provinces, the resulting contribution was not made 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
Act, but was included in calculating the adjustment 
made by the Department of Finance. 


Table L shows the per capita cost of in-patient 
services and the percentage increase of these per capita 
costs over the previous year, by province, for the 
calendar years from 1958 to 1966 inclusive. The per 
capita costs shown for 1966 are based without exception 
on the shareable in-patient costs in all provinces, and 
show a national per capita cost of $55.19. This 
represents an increase of 14.4% over the national per 
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2. 


Capita cost for 1965 which was $48.25. This cost, in 
turn, represented an increase of 10.9% over the per 
capita cost for 1964 which was $43.52. 


Table M shows the final cost of in-patient 
services for the calendar years from 1958 to 1966 
inclusive, by province, and it also shows the per- 
centage increase over the previous year for each 
cost figure. The amounts shown for the calendar 
year 1966 were, in all instances, the actual 
shareable costs as defined in the Hospital Insurance 
Regulations and the total amount of more than $1,097 
millions represented an increase of 17% over the 
amount shown as the final cost for 1965. The final 
cost for 1965, which amounted to some $938 millions, 
was 12.8% more than the final cost in 1964. 


Advisory Committee on Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 


The Advisory Committee held two meetings in Ottawa 
during the year under review, one on April 22 and 23 and 
the other on December 17 and 18, 1968. 


At the Seventeenth Meeting of the Advisory Committee 
held in the spring of 1968 the members agreed to the reorganiza- 
tion of the present sub-committees into five new sub- 
committees, Quality of Care and Research, Hospital Accounting 
and Statistics, Finance, Eligibility and Portability, and 
Hospital Planning and Construction. Reports on the Canadian 
Hospital Accounting Manual and the Health Resources Fund 
were submitted. Discussions were held concerning the 
implications for provincial insurance programs of the 
introduction of the federal Post-Secondary Education Program 
and also on the aspect of the control of the cost of drugs, 
medical and surgical supplies in relation to group 
purchasing. 


At the Eighteenth Meeting of the Advisory Committee held 
in December 1968, the new Sub-Committees on Quality of Care 
and Research and Finance presented comprehensive reports on 
their proposed activities and such subjects as the 
recommended prime areas for research in order of priority, 
more defined responsibilities for the Hospital Services 
Study Unit, and rising costs of the provincial hospital 
insurance programs were discussed. Information on provincial 
home dialysis programs was given. 


The new Sub-Committees on Quality of Care and Research 
and Finance met once during the year and the working party 
on standardization of hospital terminology and job titles 
continued to meet regularly. 
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3. Activities of the Directorate of Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 


(a) 


Administration 


The administrative responsibilities related to the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Program may 
be summarized as follows: 


1) the assessment and calculation of shareable 
costs and the processing of advance and final 
payments to the provinces under the Act; 


2) the preparation of amending agreements with 
the provinces as required; 


3) the classification of hospitals to determine 
their eligibility under the Act; 


4) the production of information material, such 
as reports and manuals, for use by governments 
and other agencies; 


5) the evaluation of provincial hospital insurance 
plans in relation to national needs, and 
providing advice to the provinces in the 
development of their hospital insurance plans; 


and 


6) the processing of claims submitted under the 
Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund. 


Consultative Services 


In the field of consultative services the Directorate 
has continued to make available the services of con- 
sultants in Hospital Administration, Medical Administration, 
Nursing Administration, Accounting and Dietetics to the 
provinces to assist them in improving the standards of 
care and efficiency of the hospitals in Canada. 


The consultants have worked closely with directors 
of hospital insurance programs, providing leadership in 
developing new methods and assisting also hospital 
personnel in implementing these methods. 


The consultants were involved in improving hospital 
efficiency through activity studies and the application 
of research findings emanating from the Hospital Services 
Study Unit. An increasing activity of the Consultants 
was in giving advice to Industry and lecturing to 
Universities and professional associations. 


Hospital Services Study Unit 


An important research project on ritualism in 
nursing has been completed by the Unit's nursing 
consultant. The study - of the routine taking of 
temperature, pulse and respirations on hospitalized 
patients - has received wide distribution following 
circulation to the provincial Hospital Insurance 
authorities. A great deal of time and effort has 
been devoted to making its findings known to and 
discussing its implications with nursing, medical 
and administrative personnel. If the recommendations 
of the study are accepted and implemented, the result 
should be the more effective use of skilled nursing 
personnel. 


The research project "The Analysis of Hospital 
Utilization by Mapping" is continuing and the completion 
of the data preparation phase may take from six to nine 
months. Once this is complete, the emphasis will be 
shifted to analysing the data and the objective will be 
to illuminate trends or patterns of use of hospitals, 
capable of general application to the planning or 
operating of hospital services. 


The medical coordinator of the Unit will undertake 
in the next fiscal year a study of non-urgent utiliza- 
tion of urban hospital emergency departments in the 
Ottawa-Hull area. The purpose of the study is to define 
the morbidity, socio-economic and other characteristics 
of the non-urgent user of urban hospital emergency 
departments, and once in possession of this information, 
to put forward proposals as to the most appropriate way 
of meeting the service needs of these non-urgent cases 
who presently account for over half of the case load of 
many urban hospital emergency departments. 


Members of the Study Unit have been increasingly 
involved in providing consultative services in respect 
of a wide variety of research projects which are being 
carried out by hospitals and professional groups or are 
in the planning stages. 


Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund 


The Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund was 
established in 1966-67 for the payment of hospital 
insurance claims for residents of Canada, who through 
no fault of their own ceased to be eligible for and 
entitled to insured services under the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Act. The Fund has continued 
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to narrow the gap in the provision of hospital insurance 
benefits to every Canadian citizen. Since its inception, 
92 individuals had hospital benefits paid on their be- 
half for a total amount of $28,491.00. 


PART Il -— Hospital Statistics 


This part of the report describes and analyzes the 
operations of hospitals and reviews the other facilities, listed 
in hospital insurance agreements. Mental hospitals, tuberculosis 
sanatoria, and institutions primarily providing custodial or 
domiciliary care are specifically excluded from cost-sharing 
arrangements under the terms of the Act and their services are 
not included here. 


All hospitals listed in hospital insurance agreements 
(hereafter referred to as "listed hospitals") are required to 
submit annual reports to the provincial hospital authorities 
who forward them after edit to the Department of National Health 
and Welfare for tabulation. Most of the material which follows 
is derived from this source, supplemented as necessary with data 
supplied by the provincial plans. 


The focus of this report is the calendar year 1967 but 
some historical comparisons are also provided. The year 1961 
is mainly used for comparative purposes because it was the first 
year in which all provinces and territories participated in the 
program. Appendix tabulations noted in parentheses are provided 
to furnish greater detail than can conveniently be included in 
the text tables. Most appendix tables also show data for 
additional years. 


1. Hospital Facilities 


(a) Number of facilities and beds 


Hospital insurance agreements listed 1,298 
hospitals and 47 other facilities in Canada at 
December 31, 1967. In addition there were three 
listed hospitals located in the United States close 
to the Canadian border. 


These three hospitals have been disregarded 
in the compilation of this report. 


Table 1 shows the number of listed facilities in 
Canada in each year since 1961. The number of listed 
hospitals has remained fairly constant since 1962 
whereas the number of other facilities has tended to 
increase. 


During the year, 15 hospitals with a total of 


1,409 beds were added to agreements while 10 hospitals 
with 335 beds were deleted from the agreements. 
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of the 1,298 listed hospitals, 13 did not report 
on any of their activities. These were mainly small 
hospitals in isolated locations providing a relatively 
limited volume of in-patient care. The services 
provided by these hospitals would only affect the 
national totals to a negligible extent and their 
omission may be disregarded for practical purposes. 
Due to differences in organization of financing and 
range of services provided, not all hospitals are 
included in every report of individual activities. 


The 47 other facilities listed in 1967 included 
clinics, medical centres, laboratories, radiological 
facilities, physical restoration centres and Red Cross 
blood depots.

At December 31, 1967, there were 141,069 beds in 
the 1,285 listed hospitals which reported. Since 1961 
the number of beds in listed hospitals increased by 
16.5 per cent as shown in Table 2. This increase can 
be mainly attributed to population growth as the 
number of beds per thousand population increased by 
only 4.5 per cent from 1961 to 1967. In general terms 
it might be said that bed ratios in nearly all 
provinces appear to be gravitating toward the national 
average as those below the national average tend to 
increase and those above tend to decline (Al).

(b) | Number of hospitals and beds by status 


Listed hospitals are segregated into three 
categories in the federal-provincial agreements 
consisting of: (1) Budget review hospitals whose 
budgets are subject to review by the provincial 
hospital authority; (2) Contract hospitals which 
are private institutions providing insured services 
under contract with the provincial hospital authority; 
and (3) Federal hospitals which are owned by the 
Government of Canada and operated by the Departments 
of National Defence, Veterans Affairs and National 
Health and Welfare. 


The number of beds in budget review hospitals 
increased by 22.7 per cent from 1961 to 1967. These 
hospitals now contain almost 90 per cent of the beds 
in all reporting hospitals as shown in Table 3. By 
contrast, the number of beds in contract and federal 
hospitals has declined significantly during this 
period. The distribution of hospitals and beds by 
status varies among provinces but budget review 
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hospitals predominate throughout Canada except in 
the’ Territories (AZ, A5)..

(c) | Number of beds by type of unit 


An approximate indication of the use of hospital 
beds is given by Table 4 which shows their distribu- 
tion by type of unit. Beds are classified according 
to the unit to which they are assigned by the 
hospitals. Some smaller hospitals, however, do not 
differentiate their beds but classify all beds as 
"general". Furthermore, many patients admitted for 
treatment of chronic conditions may occupy acute 
treatment beds. The distribution of beds by unit 
consequently may not exactly reflect the type of 
patient being treated in these facilities. 


There has been an increase in all types of beds 
except obstetrical beds in the period 1961-1967. A 
tabulation is provided which shows beds by type of 
unit according to status of hospital (A6). It will 


be noted that budget review hospitals are predominantly 


acute care institutions with about 85 per cent of 
their beds allocated to acute care units. Contract 
hospitals by contrast have about two-thirds of their 


beds assigned to chronic, convalescent and other long- 


term care. Federal hospital beds are assigned 
approximately 60 per cent to acute care and 40 per 
cent to chronic, convalescent and other long-term 
care, but this distribution includes some beds for 
custodial and mental-health care.

A provincial distribution of budget review 
hospital beds (A7) shows that almost all beds are 
reported as available for acute care in Nova Scotia 
and the territories. At the other extreme, 22.5 per 
cent are assigned to chronic, convalescent and other 
long-term care in Alberta, which has a system of 
auxiliary hospitals within its hospital-care program. 


A provincial distribution of beds in contract and 
federal hospitals (A8) shows that they are concentrated 
mainly in Quebec and Ontario and to a lesser degree in 
British Columbia. 


(d) | Number of beds by size of hospital 


The size of a hospital, expressed as rated bed 
capacity, is determined by the provincial authorities 
using either federal or provincial standards in 
relation to free floor area within each room which 
is usable for bed accommodation. The number of beds 
set up in a hospital is the number of beds actually 
available for accommodation of in-patients at 
December 31 and may deviate from the rated capacity, 
depending upon local circumstances. 
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This subsection deals only with beds in budget- 
review general hospitals. It will be seen from 
Table 5 that hospitals of this type had 109,287 beds 
in 1967 or roughly 3 out of every 4 listed hospital 
beds. Trends in budget-review general hospitals are 
consequently the principal component of hospital 
care patterns.

The relative importance of hospitals with fewer 
than 200 beds has declined considerably since 1961. 
From the percentage distribution of beds set up, 
shown in Table 5, one may determine that these 
hospitals contained 44.5 per cent of total beds in 
1961 but only 36.1 per cent in 1967. 


The percentage change in beds set up illustrates 
the trend toward larger-sized institutions within the 
hospital system, which has paralleled the increasing 
urbanization of Canada's population. The increase in 
the groups exceeding 200 beds was generally about 
50 per cent, except in the case of hospitals with 
500-999 beds. This increase occurred both in the 
number of hospitals and the number of beds. 
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The increase in the number of larger institutions 
stems from two sources, the construction of new 
hospitals, and the enlargement of existing institu- 
tions. This expansion has been promoted by 
assistance under the Hospital Construction Grants 
Program and very recently from the Health Resources 
Fund. 


Analyses of hospital per diem costs have 
consistently shown higher costs in larger institu- 
tions. Larger hospitals, which are better equipped 
and staffed with more highly trained personnel, can 
provide patient care at a superior level. This level 
of service is more costly than care in smaller 
institutions with fewer resources. One concomitant 
of the trend to larger hospitals has therefore been 
an increase in the average per diem cost of hospital 


Care. 


Hospital size reflects population distribution 
among other factors. Although the national pattern 
of hospital size is not found in those provinces 
with proportionately larger rural populations, there 
is generally a tendency toward larger hospitals 
throughout the country (A9, AlO, All). 


Hospital Services 


(a) 


In-Patient Services 
(i) Admissions and separations (excluding newborn) 


There were more than 3.2 million admissions 
(excluding newborn) to reporting hospitals in 
1967 (Al2). This continued the upward trend in 
the absolute number of admissions on a national 
basis which has prevailed for some years. On the 
other hand it might be noted that in comparison 
to 1966, there was a reduction in the number of 
admissions in five of the ten provinces. 


The increased number of national admissions was 
a concomitant of population growth as shown by the 
fact that the admission rate per thousand population 
in 1967 declined to 157.9. This was lower than the 
rate in any of the five previous years, only slightly 
higher than the 1961 rate, and 2.2. per cent below 
the peak rate of 161.5 reached in 1964. 
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It will be noted that the admission rate in 1967 
was no: higher: than in 1961 for five*or™themten 
provinces. In three of the remaining provinces 
only slight increases occurred. In the other two 
provinces there were significant increases, but in 
one of these (Newfoundland) the 1967 admission rate 
was more than ten per cent below the national average. 
This indicates that there has been no trend to 
excessive use of in-patient services as a result of 
the hospital insurance program. 


The highest provincial admission rate in 1967 was 
in Saskatchewan, and the lowest in Quebec. The 
persistence of admission rates at different levels 
in the provinces is largely attributed to differences 
in béd supply and in the terms of coverage set out in 
hospital insurance agreements. 


The number of separations closely paralleled the 
number of admissions. Separations, which include 
both discharges and deaths of in-patients, have 
overall been slightly below the number of admissions 
during the past several years (Al13). This imbalance 
arises from the growth in bed capacity of listed 
hospitals which permits a larger average daily census 
of in-patients to be maintained. 


(ii) Days of care (excluding newborn) 


This report contains two measures of the 
utilization of hospital service by adults and 
children. 


The first measure is the specific rate for 
insured in-province hospital care, which is based 
upon the number of days of insured in-patient care 
received by patients from hospitals of their 
province of residence. The number of insured care 
days is divided by the number of insured persons. 
This measure excludes insured care in out-of- 
province hospitals and consequently understates the 
total amount of in-patient services received by 
the insured population. Nevertheless it provides a 
reasonable indication of hospital utilization trends 
within a province during a period of time, although 
inter-provincial comparisons are not valid. 


The annual rate for Canada of insured care days 
per thousand insured persons increased by 6.3 per 
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cent over the period 1961 to 1967. Most of this 
increase occurred in the earlier years however, as 
rates since 1964 have been relatively constant. On 
a provincial basis, excluding Prince Edward Island, 
it may be noted that peak rates were experienced 

in 1967 in Quebec and the Atlantic provinces. These 
rates nevertheless were all below the national 
average. On the other hand, in Ontario and the 
western provinces there appeared a tendency for 
rates to stabilize or decline. In these provinces 
the 1967 rate was generally lower than, and in no 
case above, the previous highest rate experienced 
Since 1961 (Al4, A15).

The second measure is the general rate of hospital 
utilization, which includes all services, whether 
insured or not, based on the total population. Table 


af. 


6 shows the number of patient days in 1961 and 1967, 
distributed according to responsibility for payment. 
Additional tabulations are included in the appendix 
(Al6, Al7, Al8). Provincial plan days, comprising 

92 per cent of total days in 1967, include only 
insured services received from hospitals within the 
patient's province of residence. This is the basis 
of the measure referred to in the previous paragraph. 
Out-of-province care, whether insured or not is shown 
under non-residents of province. The latter category 
also includes services for residents of other 
countries. Days charged directly to patients 

because the hospital stay was not approved by the 
plan appear under insured residents, care not 


responsibility of sprovincial plan. ~ It will be seen 
that unapproved days have more than doubled since 


1961. Under uninsured residents of province are 
days charged directly to residents of the province 
in which the hospital is situated, being services to 
residents who are not insured under that province's 
plan. The number of days of care for uninsured 
residents continued to decline. The categories 
Workmens' Compensation Board and Government of 
Canada include all patient days charged by the 
hospitals to these agencies regardless of the 
patients' residence or insurance status. 


From 1961 to 1967 the total number of patient 
days increased by 15.0 per cent, but the major part 
of this increase can be attributed to population 
growth as the number of patient days per thousand 
population increased by only 2.8 per cent from 
1,932 to 2RO07. 


The number of days which were the responsibility 
of the provincial plans increased more rapidly between 
1961 and 1967 than total patient days. Provincial- 
plan days increased by about 6.5 million, whereas 
total patient days increased by less than 5.4 million 
(Al6). This difference, in part, reflects the 
increasing percentage of the population insured in 
1967" compared to 1961; “In 1961”"over 8507 0007elzgible 
persons in provinces with a premium system were not 
insured under the plan but by 1967 the total had 
dwindled to less than one-half of this number (A2). 
Nationally in 1967, the plans covered 92.0 per cent 
of all patient days representing insured care within 
the province. They also covered some portion of the 
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1.6 per cent of total patient days provided to non- 
residents. This portion represents insured care 
provided in hospitals outside the province. There 
were some variations among provinces but the plans 
covered over 90 per cent of patient days in every 
province except British Columbia and the territories 
(A18). 


Budget review hospitals accounted for almost 90 
per cent of all patient days in 1967; contract 
hospitals for almost 5 per cent; and federal hospitals 
for almost ‘6 percent "(Al9).. The proportion provided 
by budget review hospitals continued to increase 
slightly from year to year as contract and federal 
hospitals jointly provide a declining portion of all 
patient days. 


There is a high positive correlation between the 
general rate of utilization and the ratio of beds to 
population. For example, Alberta and Saskatchewan 
which ranked first and second in bed supply per 
1,000 population among the provinces also ranked 
first and second in patient days per 1,000 population. 
Similarly, Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island 
ranked 9 and 10 respectively in bed supply and 10 
and 9 respectively in patient days per 1,000 
population (Al, AlQ9). 


About 70 per cent of total patient days continued 
to be provided in standard ward accommodation and 
30 per cent in private and semi-private rooms. This 
ratio has changed little since 1961. Budget review 
hospitals provided about 70 per cent of their patient 
days in standard ward accommodation. Contract 
hospitals, on the other hand, provided over half 
their patient days in private and semi-private rooms. 
Federal hospitals reported 100 per cent of their 
patient days in standard wards (A20). Ona 
provincial basis, the percentage of patient days in 
standard wards of budget review hospitals ranged 
from 59.3 per cent in Quebec to 89.3 per cent in 
Saskatchewan and 100 per cent in the territories (A21). 


The use of private and semi-private rooms 
reflects in part the extent to which the hospitals 
have responded to patient preferences for standard 
or alternative accommodation. Other related factors 
include: the prevalence of supplementary hospital 
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coverage under private and voluntary plans; the level 
of allowable charges for preferred accommodation 
where provincial regulations apply; and the retention 
rate of preferred charges permitted by the provincial 
authorities. 


(iii) | Length of stay (excluding newborn) 


The average length of stay referred to in this 
subsection is calculated as follows. The number of 
persons who left hospitals during the year is divided 
into the number of days they spent in hospital since 
admission. 


An alternative, but less valid measure, is 
obtained by dividing the number of persons as above 
into the total number of patient days of care 
provided by hospitals during the year. This measure 
is included in the appendix tables for reference 
purposes only. 


The average length of stay in all hospitals was 
12.3 days in 1967 representing a slight decline 
from the previous average (12.4 days) which had 
prevailed over the period 1963 to 1966 (A22). 


The length of stay calculated for all budget 
review hospitals decreased slightly as a result of 
substantial declines in chronic and "other" hospital 
stay. These declines more than offset slightly 
increased lengths of stay in budget review general 
and convalescent hospitals. 


Among provinces the length of stay varied from 
10.4 days in Prince Edward Island and Saskatchewan 
toy. 13 .3edayseincOntartoz4A23 )avethisevardatzonadocs 
not necessarily mean that comparable in-hospital 
treatment involved a longer stay in some provinces 
than others. Many other factors contributed to 
this situation, for example: the substitution of 
other forms of treatment e.g. out-patient services; 
differences in the age/sex composition of population; 
differences in population density and distribution; 
and availability of chronic-care beds. 


If budget review general hospitals are considered 


separately, one may observe a significant difference 
in the length of stay between the four western 
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provinces on the one hand and the central and 
Atlantic provinces on the other (A24). This pattern, 
has existed for some years. 


The national average length of stay increased 
with the size of the budget review general hospital 
in 1967, ranging from 7.2 days in hospitals having 
a bed capacity of 1-9, up to 13.5 days in hospitals 
having a bed capacity of 1,000 and over (A25). 

This pattern also tended to prevail on a provincial 
basis, although it was not completely applicable in 
all provinces. The more extended stay in larger 
hospitals is attributed to the fact that these 
hospitals usually have facilities for treatment of 
more complex conditions which tend to require a 
longer hospital stay. 


(iv) Occupancy 


Occupancy is a measure of the degree of utilization 
of available beds during the year. It is the ratio 
of the average daily patient census to the number of 
available beds expressed as a percentage. 


The occupancy calculated for all budget review 
hospitaletdeclined (ce t8021 em i1967' 9 (A26):. 14ln the 
six previous years it had not fallen below 81.0. 


In budget review general hospitals occupancy fell 
to 78.4 from about 80 per cent or higher from 1961 to 
1966. A contributing factor in this decline was the 
reduction in the volume of maternity care which has 
been continuing throughout the present decade. The 
occupancy of budget review general hospitals varied 
from province to province and ranged from 71.3 to 
82.0 in the neighboring provinces of Alberta and 
British Columbia respectively (A27). The occupancy 
ratio in budget review general hospitals declined 
in all provinces from 1966 to 1967 (A28). The 
declines in some provinces were quite substantial, 
for example, in Newfoundland from 76.5 to 71.5 and 
in Saskatchewan from 76.8 to 73.5. 


Occupancy, calculated for budget review general 
hospitals by various bed size groupings, increased 
with hospital size as in previous years. Hospitals 
with fewer than ten beds had a national occupancy 
ratio of 47.5, while at the other extreme, hospitals 
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with 1,000 or more beds had a ratio of 83.3 (A290). < 
This pattern also tended to appear provincially, 
although, as might be.expected, there were some 
exceptions. A number of reasons might be suggested 
for > thethigheriocecupancy*ratevan' darger hospitals; 
the larger hospitals offer a more comprehensive 

range of services and draw patients from outlying 

as well as adjacent communities; waiting lists for 
certain services exist at some larger hospitals; and 
many patients seem to prefer to receive treatment at 
largerthospitals.oin addition; spatientsa ins the 
larger hospitals have a longer average length of 
stay. This means that a given number of patient days 
represents fewer patients in large hospitals than in 
smaller hospitals. Beds need not be vacant as often 
in larger hospitals because the time interval between 
the discharge of one patient and the admission of the 
next is not experienced so frequently. 


(v) Newborn care 


Data on the hospital care of newborns have not 
been included in the previous four subsections. 


The number of newborn (separations) declined by 
3178 sper .cént }/ from 11966 [tee] 967 EAB G am This ti] os 
continuation in the decline of births which has 
prevailed in Canada since the beginning of this 
decade. The rate of decrease is moderating never- 
theless. The decrease noted in 1967 was little 
more than one-half the decrease registered in the 
previous year when the number of hospital newborns 
fell by 7.1 per cent compared to 1965. 


The average length of stay, 6.8 days, has been 
virtually constant since 1963. The length of stay 
continued to vary among the provinces, ranging from 
5.9 days in Newfoundland to 7.3 days in British 
Columbia (A31). 


Virtually all births in Canada now occur in 
hospitals. Preliminary reports by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics indicate that 99.4 per cent 
of live births in Canada (excluding Newfoundland) 
in 1967 occurred in hospital. The comparative 
rate: for L96G6s.was!

Out-Patient Services 


Minimum standards of in-patient care are laid 
down in the Act as a condition for cost sharing. 
The range of in-patient services covered by the 
various provincial plans has consequently been 
relatively uniform throughout the country. The 
coverage of out-patient services on the other hand 
is optional and provinces are free to determine what 
range, if any, of services they may choose to 
provide. As a result initial out-patient coverage 
under the hospital insurance program varied widely 
from province to province. 


In recent years, however, there has been a 
tendency for virtually all provinces to extend 
the range of their insured out-patient services 
and it might now be said that most provinces 
cover a fairly comprehensive range of services on 
an out-patient basis. In addition to this extension 
of coverage there has also been a tendency for out- 
patient service volumes to expand rapidly. These 
two trends have produced a sharp increase in the 
cost of out-patient care. The cost in 1961 was 
almost $6.5 million. Costs for 1967 have not yet 
been determined but it is likely that they may be 
at least six times greater than in 1961. 


There are probably many reasons for the increase 
in range and quantity of out-patient service; two 
major factors are public demand and hospital operating 
economy. There appears to be increasing public 
acceptance of the hospital function as a provider 
of out-patient services. Increasing transience of 
the urban population no doubt contributes to this 
situation by impeding the development of traditional 
physician-patient relationships. The public appears 
to appreciate the availability of service ona 24 
hour daily basis backed by comprehensive diagnostic 
facilities and trained personnel, and is using out- 
patient services more frequently. Hospital operating 
economies are also being achieved through the 
provision of services on an out-patient basis which 
would otherwise require the occupancy of hospital 
beds. 


Comparable statistics for out-patient services 
in 1961 and 1967 are not available, but in view of 
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the likely six-fold cost increase previously 
mentioned, it is certain that the greater out-patient 
service volume has added significantly to the work 
loads of hospital nursing, laboratory and radiology 
staffs. 


Medical care programs under the Medical Care Act 
will shortly be established in most provinces. The 
provinces, at their option, may share the cost of 
diagnostic services under the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act, under the Medical Care Act, 
or under both Acts. In the lattermost option, the 
cost of any individual service is shareable only once 
under one or other of the Acts. The two Acts contain 
different cost sharing formulas, and it would not be 
to the financial advantage of one province alone to 
transfer its cost of diagnostic services to the 
medical care program. It is therefore not clear at 
this time whether the introduction of medical plans 
will divert some of the hospital out-patient 
diagnostic load into private facilities. 


Hospital Patients 
(a) Utilization by age and sex 


The information contained in this section is 
gathered by the Department of National Health and 
Welfare from the provincial authorities. The co- 
operation of the provinces in preparing this material 
and making it available is a positive contribution 
toward an understanding of the function of the 
Canadian hospital system. 


There are some differences among the provinces 
in their handling of data on patients and services 
for statistical purposes but these differences 
probably are not of sufficient magnitude to have 
any practical adverse effect upon the value of the 
data. These differences relate generally to out- 
of-province care, services for uninsured persons, 
and services for out-of-province residents. A foot- 
note to the relevant appendix table (A32) gives 
details of these differences. 


The pattern,cofshospital; utilizationwtor the 


population by age group can be stated simply. It is 
high during the initial years of life, falls sharply 
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through childhood and the early teen years, and then 
rises continuously with ensuing years to reach a 
peak in old age. This pattern applies equally to 
separations (and consequently admissions), days 
since admission, and length of stay when measured 

On a per capita basis (A32). 


During the past few years, the number of 
separations and days since admission per thousand 
population tended to rise in respect to infants 
and children under 5 years of age. These indicators 
have remained fairly constant however as regards 
children aged 5 to 14. A general downward trend is 
noted in the case of persons aged 15 to 44 except 
for days since admission in the 25-44 age group. 

In the age groups above 45 there has been an upward 
trend in both separations and days since admission. 


Average lengths of stay have varied somewhat 
during the past few years but no specific pattern 
in relation to patient age is apparent. 


When hospital utilization by age is further 
differentiated by sex, some additional observations 
can be made (A33). If the age groups 15-59 are 
excluded because female utilization in these years 
is distorted by obstetrical services, it can be said 
that relatively more males were admitted to hospital 
than females. This difference was most pronounced 
at the extremes of infancy and old age. The separa- 
tion rate per thousand males under 5 years was 28 per 
cent higher than the equivalent female rate, and for 
ages 75 and over the difference was 23 per cent. 


Females aged 15 to 59 spent more time in hospital 
than males as shown by days since admission per 
thousand population. This was also true for females 
aged 75 and over. The length of stay in the 15 to 
59 age group was shorter for females than for males, 
but female days of care were higher because relatively 
more females were admitted to hospital. With regard 
to the 75 and over age group however this situation 
was reversed. Relatively fewer females than males 
were admitted to hospital but their days of care per 
1,000 population were greater because their average 
length of stay was 32 per cent longer than for males. 
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If a comparison is made with 1966 data (see Table 
21, page 65 of 1968 Annual Report) it may be seen 
that there was a reduction in patient days since 
admission per thousand population for every age and 
sex category in 1967. The length of stay for each 
age-sex group in 1967 was also equal to or less than 
the corresponding figure for 1966. This is evidence 
that the demand situation has stabilized in most 
provinces. 


(b) Utilization by length of stay 


Separations and patient days since admission have 
been tabulated by length of stay (A34). Data for the 
Province of Nova Scotia are not included in this 
tabulation. It can be seen that the majority of 
hospital patients required a relatively small per- 
centage of total patient days while on the other 
hand a relatively small percentage of patients 
required the majority of patient days. For example 
51.9 per cent of all separations stayed 6 days or 
less and required only 14.9 per cent of all patient 
days whereas 19.3 per cent of patients stayed 15 
days or more and required 61.6 per cent of all 
patient days. Only 1.7 per cent of all patients 
stayed 60 days or more but they required almost one- 
quarter of all patient days. At the other extreme 
almost 20 per cent of patients stayed 2 days or less 
and required only 2.6 per cent of total patient days. 


A tabulation of length of stay by province gives 
some insight into provincial variations which are 
reflected throughout the financial and utilization 
statistics in this report (A35). For example, 
patients staying 10 days or less accounted for 25.1 
per cent of total patient days in Ontario, but in 
neighbouring Manitoba the percentage was 31.3. At 
the other end of the spectrum, patients staying 60 
days or more accounted for 13.4 per cent of total 
patient days in British Columbia but 27.6 per cent 
in neighbouring Alberta. These differences may stem 
from many factors, but to a large extent they 
reflect the administrative policies of the various 
provincial authorities. 


(c) Utilization by diagnoses 


Diagnoses were categorized into 94 classifications 
of the Canadian List of Diagnoses (A36). Four 
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supplementary categories consisting mainly of 
examinations and accounting for a negligible per- 
centage of patient days were excluded from the 
listing. 


The ten diagnostic categories which ranked 
highest in terms of separations in 1967 have been 
tablulated (A37). The top four of this list in 
1967 have held these positions since 1963, but all 
have declined in terms of percentage of separations 
except for arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart 
disease which has increased from 3.2 to 3.6 per cent 
of separations. Percentage increases also occurred 
in the following diagnostic categories: disease of 
gallbladder and pancreas; hernia of abdominal 
cavity; bronchitis; gastroenteritis and colitis; 
and psychoneurotic disorders. Changes in diagnostic 
categories not in the top ten will be reviewed later. 


In terms of days since admission by major 
diagnostic classes (A36), the leading class was 
diseases of the circulatory system, followed by 
diseases of the digestive system, diseases of the 
nervous system, neoplasms, diseases of the respiratory 
system, and injuries by accident, poisoning and 
violence. These six classes together accounted for 
64 per cent of all patient-days in 1967. 


There were some changes in the percentage 
distribution of patient days by major diagnostic 
classes in 1967 compared to 1961. Among the more 
Significant shifts in percentage terms were the 
following: diseases of the nervous system up from 
9.4 to 10.5; deliveries and complications of 
pregnancy down from 11.0 to 7.8; diseases of bones 
and organs of movement up from 4.9 to 5.6; and 
mental, psychoneurotic and personality disorders 
up. Lromvs. 2 to, S., 


The average length of stay by major diagnostic 
class did not change greatly for most classes in the 
period 1961 to 1967. Nine groups had a longer stay, 
seven were shorter and one was unchanged. The average 
length of stay for three classes changed by a day or 
more. Infective and parasitic diseases declined from 
14.0 to 13.0 days; certain diseases of early infancy 
increased from 11.6 to 13.2 days; and symptoms, 
senility and ill-defined conditions fell from 8.8 
TO" /.n Uays. 
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Lengthy comments could be made regarding utiliza- 
tion trends by diagnostic categories, but for the 
purpose of this report just a few categories have 


been selected. 


Comparisons of 1963 and 1967 experience 


are presented in Table 7. For poliomyelitis and 
encephalitis there has been a reduction in the rate 
of care days with an increase in the average length 
of stay. The next five listed categories involved 
more separations and days of care per thousand popu- 
lation in 1967 than in 1963. Uncomplicated deliveries 
declined considerably both in terms of separations 
and days of care, but despite the lower number of 
births there was a relative increase in the number 
of complicated deliveries together with a small 
increase in the average length of stay.

4. Operating Expenditures of Budget-Review Hospitals 


(a) Total, per capita, and per patient-day expenditure 


The expenditures outlined in this section relate 
only to budget-review hospitals, as other hospitals 
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are not required to report financial data. Budget- 
review hospitals in 1967, as mentioned previously, 
accounted for almost 90 per cent of all patient-days 
in listed hospitals. The trends noted in respect to 
budget-review hospital expenditures are therefore 
almost certain to be similar to the expected trends, 


if the expenditures of all listed hospitals could be 
taken together. 


The operating (or revenue fund) expenditures of 
budget-review hospitals amounted to $1,478 million 
in 1967 (A38). This was an increase of 15.8 per 
cent over the 1966 total, the largest annual 
percentage increase in the period 1961-1967. Since 
1964 the annual rate of percentage increase has been 
higher each year. Total expenditures in 1967 were 
more than double those of 1961. This increase, 
however, is expressed in terms of current dollars 
and not of constant dollars. Allowance must be made 
for the decline in the purchasing power of the 
dollar during this period. 


Expenditures increased in all provinces, but the 
rate of increase was greater in some provinces than 
in others. The largest percentage increase occurred 
in Newfoundland, 30.7 per cent over 1966. In 
Saskatchewan, by contrast, the increase was 8.5 per 
cent. For all provinces except Prince Edward Island, 
Quebec, and Saskatchewan, the percentage increase in 
1967 was the greatest of the past six years. 


Operating expenditures in most provinces from 
1961 to 1967 had about doubled, the increase ranging 
from 63 per cent in Saskatchewan to 189 per cent in 
Newfoundland. Ontario recorded the largest absolute 
dollar increase over this period, the level of 
expenditure rising by $284 million. 


Many factors contribute to the increasing cost 
of hospital care. They are sufficiently inter- 
related that they cannot be readily isolated. No 
attempt is made here to evaluate the individual 
factors but it may be of interest to note that they 
can be grouped into four broad categories: (a) popu- 
lation changes; (b) price level changes; (c) changes 
in per capita utilization of hospital services; and 
(ad) changes in hospital input required to produce 
each patient-day of service. The first two factors 
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are external to the hospital system and therefore 
beyond the control of hospital management, but the 
latter two are at least partially within the control 
of physicians, hospital administrators and other 
hospital personnel. 


Table 8 indicates that over the period 1961 to 
1967 revenue fund expenditures increased by 112 
per cent. The effect of population change can be 
largely eliminated by expressing expenditures in 
per capita terms. On this basis the increase was 
90 per cent. Changes in per capita utilization can 
additionally be eliminated by expressing expenditures 
per patient day. On this basis the increase was 76 
per cent (A39, A40). This residual is therefore an 
approximation of the effect of rising price levels 
and of the need for increased hospital input per 
patient-day of service. The decline in the 
purchasing power of the dollar from 1961 to 1967 
was about 13.4 per cent in relation to all items 
included in the Consumer Price Index. This would 
indicate that about 62 per cent of the increase in 
hospital operating expenditures could be attributed 
to additional input required per patient-day of 
care. A patient-day of care in 1961 was not the 
equivalent of a patient-day of care in 1967. There 
have been changes in the quality and intensity 
of care during this period and increased input per 
patient-day must be evaluated in this context.

It should be emphasized that the foregoing 
paragraph is not more than a brief illustration 
of the possible magnitude of certain factors. 
A detailed analysis would have regard to other 
variables, for example the age-sex, rural-urban 
and the regional distributions of the population 
as well as the expansion of hospital programs (out- 
patient, rehabilitation, home care, educational 
services, etc.). Furthermore it must be borne in 
mind that these costs relate to budget-review 
hospitals which provided 85.9 per cent of patient- 
days in 1961 but 89.5 per cent in 1967 with 
provincial variation (in 1967) ranging from 100 
per cent in Prince Edward Island to 84.9 per cent 
in Quebec. In view of these and other considerations 
it is evident that intensive analysis of the subject 
is required before hospital-cost increases can be 
better allocated to the various causal factors. 


(b) Expenditure by type of account 


About two-thirds of the revenue-fund expenditures 
of all budget-review hospitals in Canada in 1967 were 
payments for salaries and wages. Table 9 indicates 
the changes in the percentage distribution since 
1961. Note that in 1967 salaries and wages 
constituted a larger percentage of the total 
expenditures. Medical and surgical supplies 
required virtually the same percentage in 1967 
as in 1961. Drugs and raw food required a lower 
percentage of total expenditure in 1967, while the 
proportion of other expenses, e.g. fuel, electricity, 
depreciation, interest paid, etc., increased slightly. 


Among provinces there were considerable differences 
in the distribution of costs. For example, wages and 
salaries in Quebec accounted for almost 72 per cent 
of total expense but in Newfoundland for less than 
55 per cent (A4l1, A42). Differences between the 
provinces can also be noted in the cost per patient- 
day and in the per capita expenditure (A43, A44), 
but these are not analyzed in detail here. 


5. Hospital Personnel 


It has already been noted that the percentage of 
total operating expenditures of budget-review 
hospitals represented by salaries and wages has

accounted for slightly more than two-thirds of all 
operating expenditures. It is consequently not 
surprising to find that the number of hospital 
employees has not only increased absolutelyin the 
period 1961-1967, but has also increased relative 
to population and to the days of care provided by 
the hospitals. 


Table 10 shows that the number of full-time 
employees in reporting hospitals increased by 37.2 
per cent over the period 1961 to 1967. For part- 
time employees the increase was 84.6 per cent. In 
terms of full-time staff equivalents, when two part- 
time employees are taken to represent one full-time 
employee, the increase was 39.6 per cent. The number 
of full-time-equivalent personnel increased from 
slightly less than 3 per cent of the total civilian 
labour force in 1961 to morethan 3.5 percent in 
1967. About three-eighths of the increase in 
personnel was accounted for by the increasing 
demands due to population growth. The increase 
in the ratio of personnel per 100,000 population 
was 24.8 per cent.

Advanced and much more complex medical 
procedures are coming increasingly into common use. 
These procedures require additional and more highly 
skilled personnel to support the physician in order 
to provide better patient care. 


In addition there has been a trend to decrease 
the number of working hours per week of full-time 
staff and to grant more vacation time and leave 
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for educational purposes. These factors have tended 
to increase staff requirements per patient-day of 
care. 


On the other hand there have been many 
developments that have tended to reduce the number 
of hospital personnel. Hospitals have been 
modernized and improved so that the full advantage 
of labour-saving technology might be achieved. 
There have also been improvements in hospital 
planning, organization, and administration. 


It might be said that in many respects the 
modern hospital bears little resemblance to its 
predecessors of a generation or even a decade ago. 
Some hospitals now buy services previously provided 
by their own personnel. They are making increasing 
use of disposable supplies to replace items which 
require cleaning and sterilization. They are also 
replacing bulk foods with prepared meals. These 
developments tend to reduce staff requirements, but 
have apparently failed to offset those factors which 
require an increase in the number of personnel. 


An increase in the number of personnel occurred 
in all provinces (A45). It can also be seen that 
some provinces use relatively more part-time 
employees than others. 


The number of personnel by employment 
classification appears in the appendix (A46). 
About 12 per cent of the total hospital personnel 
were trainees in 1967. The number of trainees has 
declined relatively in recent years reflecting the 
trend to provide more training for hospital 
personnel extramurally. Graduate nurses comprising 
22.8 per cent of total personnel continue to 
constitute the largest single group of employees. 


The appendix also contains a listing of 
personnel by employment category for each province 
(A47), a percentage distribution (A48), and ratios 
per 100,000 population (A49). Many interesting 
provincial comparisons can be derived from these 
tables but it is not proposed to comment upon them 
here, 
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For budget-review general hospitals only, the 
number of paid hours per patient-day has increased 
continuously from 12.65 in 1961 to 14.99 in 1967 
or by about 18.5 per cent. Nursing-personnel hours 
per patient day have increased by 24.1 per cent; 
other personnel hours have increased by 12.2 per 
cent (A50). A tabulation is also provided on a 
provincial basis (A5l). Paid hours per patient- 
day, and more particularly paid nursing hours per 
patient-day have increased in all provinces in the 
past few years.

This is the twelfth report to Parliament required to be made in accordance with Section 9 of the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act and it is made with respect to the operation of Agreements 
under the Act for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1970. 


Part I of this report describes the amendments made during the year under review, to the 
federal-provincial Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. A description is 
given of the provincial programs in force at the end of the year under review, as well as an outline of the 
activities of the Directorate and the Advisory Committee on Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. A 
summary of the statutory basis for federal contributions and advance payments to the provinces is also 
included. 


Part II of this report contains statistical data derived from the Annual Return of Hospitals for 1968 
and analyzes the operations of hospitals and other facilities listed in the federal-provincial Agreements. 


It should be noted that the data concerning federal financial contributions, other than the final 
contribution for 1967, and the number of insured persons as set out in Part I of this report, relate to the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1970. The hospital utilization and financial data are based generally on the 
calendar year, and, for this reason, such statistical data concerning the operation of hospitals relate to the 
calendar year 1968 and are set out in Part II of this report. 


PART | — RELATING TO FISCAL YEAR 1969-1970 


1. Operation of Agreements with Provinces 


(a) Changes in Agreements 


There were a few changes in the federal-provincial Agreements during the year under 
review. 


Nova Scotia has increased the amount payable for insured in-patient services provided in a 
hospital outside Canada. 


Out-patient services were extended in Nova Scotia, Manitoba, British Columbia and the 
Northwest Territories. 


In British Columbia, authorized charges covering out-patient emergency and minor 
surgery services were introduced while in Alberta, the 20% authorized charge for out-patient 
services was deleted. 


Most of the provinces also amended their Agreement with the Federal Government to 
take into account changes in the listing of hospitals and to indicate changes of rates for insured 
out-patient services. 


(b) Summary of Provincial Programs 
Because of the variation in programs provided by the provinces in accordance with 
Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, it has been the practice 
to include in this report a summary of provincial programs as of the end of the fiscal year under 
review.

In-Patient Services 
Since it is a primary requisite for entering into an Agreement under the federal Act 
that a province provide, on uniform terms and conditions, the in-patient services specified 
in the federal law, all of the provinces provide the following as insured in-patient 
services. 
(i) accommodation and meals at the standard or public ward level, 

(ii) necessary nursing service, 

(iii) laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures together with the necessary 
interpretations for the purpose of maintaining health, preventing disease and 
assisting in the diagnosis and treatment of any injury, illness or disability, 

(iv) drugs, biologicals and related preparations as provided in an Agreement when 
administered in the hospital, 

(v) use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic facilities, including necessary 
equipment and supplies, 

(vi) routine surgical supplies, 

(vii) use of radiotherapy facilities where available, 
(viii) use of physiotherapy facilities where available, 

(ix) services rendered by persons who receive remuneration therefor from the hospital, 
and 

(x) such other services as are specified in an Agreement. 


Out-Patient Services 


While the federal law authorizes the Minister of National Health and Welfare to 
enter into an agreement to make contributions towards the costs of the above services on 
an out-patient basis as well, the law is permissive in this regard and the provinces are free 
to choose which, if any, out-patient services they propose to provide as insured services. 

A feature of out-patient services provided in most of the provinces is a broad range 
of services in the event of an accident. In Ontario, these are provided within a period of 
24 hours after an accident (Ontario also provides follow-up care in fracture cases). In 
Quebec, Manitoba and British Columbia this period may be extended under certain 
circumstances. In Nova Scotia, emergency services are provided within 48 hours of an 
accident. In New Brunswick, out-patient services for the diagnosis and emergency 
treatment of an injury received as a result of an accident as well as the necessary 
follow-up care of such injury are approved when provided in a hospital. 


Insured out-patient services vary from province to province and the following will 
provide some idea of the scope of these services:

Methods of Provincial Financing 


Since the provinces were free to devise their own methods for financing the 
provincial share of costs, a variety of methods of financing has emerged. One province 
levies a sales (hospital) tax. Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, use the premium meth- 
od. Other provinces finance their share of costs out of general revenue and, in some ins- 
tances, a combination of methods is used. 


The Ontario monthly premium is $5.50 for single persons and $11.00 for families. 
Insured persons in Ontario are entitled to insured services and, in addition, to services 
over and above those included in the Agreement under the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act. Their provincial program includes insured services in mental 
hospitals and tuberculosis sanatoria. There is a compulsory payroll deduction clause in 
the Ontario law in relation to establishments with fifteen or more employees, including 
the employer. Unlike the majority of provinces, this category of residents is the only 
category with respect to whom insurance coverage is compulsory in the province, the 
program being available to all others on a voluntary basis. 


The Manitoba monthly premium for single persons is $3.60 and for families $7.20. 
A 6% charge on personal income tax and an extra 1% tax on taxable income of 
corporations, are levied to provide for the provincial costs not covered by the premiums. 
A compulsory payroll deduction is applied for employed groups of three or more persons.

Provision is also made to exempt from this group certain categories of persons for such 
reasons as temporary or part-time employment. 


The annual premium or hospitalization tax in Saskatchewan is $24 for single 
persons and $48 for families and authorized charges have been recently established. The 
funds derived from the hospitalization tax and the authorized charges are augmented by 
consolidated revenue funds. 


British Columbia finances the provincial share of costs out of the general revenue of 
the province (part of a provincial sales tax in British Columbia is paid into the general 
revenue fund for hospital insurance). A similar method of financing is used in Quebec, 
New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland, the Yukon and the Northwest 
Territories. Both British Columbia and the Northwest Territories supplement this source 
of revenue by the levy of authorized charges discussed below. Alberta raises a portion of 
its share of costs from a mill rate levied on property, as well as levying an authorized 
charge. Nova Scotia finances a large part of its program through a provincial sales tax. 


Three provinces, Saskatchewan, Alberta, British Columbia and the Northwest 
Territories have included in their Agreement provisions for levying authorized charges 
directly to patients for insured services. In Saskatchewan, in-patients other than newborns 
are charged $2.50 per day for the first 30 days of in-patient care, $1.50 per day for the 
next 60 days and no further charge after 90 days of hospitalization. In Alberta, 
in-patients (other than newborn infants) are charged $5.00 for the first day and $2.50 for 
each succeeding day of hospitalization in general hospitals. In the case of newborn infants 
in general hospitals, a $1.00 per day charge is made. For all persons admitted to auxiliary 
hospitals the authorized charge is $2.00 per day. British Columbia has an authorized 
charge of $1.00 per day for in-patients (excluding newborns) and out-patients pay $1.00 
per visit for cancer therapy, and $2.00 for day-care surgical services, emergency services 
or minor surgery. In the Northwest Territories, in-patients are subject to an authorized 
charge of $1.50 per day. 


Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces is calculated on the basis of a 
formula contained in the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. This formula has been 
designed in such a way as to provide a higher percentage of federal assistance to those provinces 
in which the per capita cost of hospital care is lower than the national average and to provide 
for a lower percentage federal contribution to the provinces where the per capita cost exceeds 
the national average. 


The federal contribution, as set out in the Act is the aggregate in the year of twenty-five 
per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada, that is the national per capita cost 
of in-patient services in the province less the amount of authorized charges, multiplied by the 
average for the year of the number of insured persons in the province. 


The effect of this formula is that the high-cost provinces receive a lower percentage of 
their costs from the Federal Government than do the low-cost provinces. The inclusion in the 
formula of the national per capita cost, however, acts as a deterrent to all provinces, as increases 
or decreases in provincial in-patient costs change the federal contribution directly by only 
twenty-five per cent, the remaining twenty-five per cent federal contribution being spread over 
all provinces through the national per capita. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an annual basis, provision is made 
in the Hospital Insurance Regulations for advances on account of contributions, so that 
the provinces are not required to wait for reimbursement in respect of the amount which 
they are required to pay to hospitals on a continuing basis. In order to expedite the payment of 
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advances and, at the same time, provide assurance that provinces do not receive advances which 
would result in a significant amount in excess of the eligible amount to which the provinces 
would be entitled after determining the final costs and thus the final contributions by Canada, 
the formula for advances provides for a holdback of 3 per cent. The formula for the advance, 
therefore, differs from the formula for the annual contribution in that twenty-three and 
one-half per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada is paid instead of the 
twenty-five per cent provided for in the annual contribution calculation, and the amount of the 
advance, unlike the amount of the contribution itself, is calculated on the basis of provincial 
payments, which may include payments for costs which are not shareable costs as defined 
under the legislation. 


Since the amount of the federal payment is calculated on a formula which includes the 
per capita cost of in-patient hospital care in Canada, studies are carried out to ensure the 
continuing accuracy of this figure. Changes in the national per capita cost are made, subject to 
the approval of Treasury Board, at varying intervals as the situation requires. The purpose of 
making periodic adjustments in the national per capita is to maintain realistic advance payments 
and to eliminate major adjustments in the calculations of the federal contribution. 


The costs which are shareable by the Federal Government are described in the federal 
legislation. The Act specifically excludes from shareable costs amounts expended on the capital 
cost of land, buildings or physical plant; on the payment of any capital debt or interest related 
to capital debt; on the payment of debt incurred prior to the coming into force of the 
Agreement or on the interest related to such prior debt; or any provision for depreciation on 
the value of land, buildings or physical plant. The term “physical plant” is defined in the 
Regulations as excluding furniture and movable equipment, or non-movable equipment 
specially required for use in a hospital. Thus, these items are shareable. 


In this connection it should be noted that most of the capital items which are, by 
definition, excluded from shareable costs, such as the costs of construction and other matters 
pertaining to physical plant, are supported by the Federal Government through the National 
Health Grants program and in some cases through the Health Resources Fund. 


Generally speaking, shareable costs are the operating costs of the hospital which have 
been approved by the provincial authority and which have been determined in accordance with 
recognized and generally accepted accounting principles and procedures. The operating costs of 
a hospital as defined in the Regulations, however, specifically exclude some items which, 
although provided in or in connection with the hospital, are not considered to be an integral 
part of the operation of the hospital. 


The province is required to review and approve the costs of each hospital, and the eligible 
approved costs form the basis of the federal sharing formula. 


Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons in a province and 
outlined in the Agreements differ, since the method used by a province to finance 
the provincial share of costs has a direct bearing on the availability of an actual count of insured 
persons. In the three provinces which levy premiums, Ontario, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
insured persons are registered and identification certificates are provided. However, even in 
these circumstances the methods of registration differ. In Ontario and Manitoba, registration is 
for single persons and for the family head, but no actual count of the number of dependents of 
the family head is made. In order, therefore, to calculate the average number of persons in the 
province who are eligible for and entitled to insured services, a number which is required in 
connection with the federal contributions to the provinces, an estimate of the average number 
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of dependents in these two provinces is made by the Dominion Statistician. In Saskatchewan, 
the registration method used by the province consists of a head count including dependents. 


Coverage is automatic or compulsory in all provinces except Ontario where persons 
employed in an undertaking having a total of 15 or more employed persons are the only 
mandatory groups, coverage being voluntary for the remaining population. 


In provinces where no premiums are levied and where the provincial share of costs is paid 
out of general revenue, sales or property tax, no individual registration of insured persons is 
required and coverage is universal. Insofar as these provinces are concerned, provision was made 
in the Agreements for calculation of the number of insured persons on the basis of a population 
estimate for a given date in the year (June 1) as determined by the Dominion Statistician. 


The Hospital Insurance Regulations define “population” to mean the population of 
Canada or the province, as certified by the Dominion Statistician, and, calculated for a calendar 
year in which a census was taken, as the population of Canada or of the province as ascertained 
by the census; for other than a census year, “population” is defined as the population of 
Canada or of the province on the 1st day of June in that year according to published original 
intercensal estimates of the Dominion Statistician. 


There are certain categories of persons with respect to whom hospital services are 
provided under a statute other than the hospital insurance legislation, and who are, therefore, 
not entitled to insured services. For the most part, these consist of members of the Armed 
Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. In addition, inmates of federal penitentiaries 
are provided with hospital services by the Federal Government. In the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics population estimates, therefore, the number of the members of the regular forces, 
members of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving terms of imprisonment in 
a federal penitentiary, amounting to some .5% of the total population, are deducted so as to 
provide a “net” population figure for the purpose of calculating the eligible population. 


Table A shows by province, the number of insured persons on March 31, 1970 as 
reported for purposes of advance payments, the advance estimate of net population as of June 
1, 1970 as provided by the Dominion Statistician and the percentage of insured persons to the 
total net population at the end of the fiscal year under review. At the end of the year, all of the 
net population except for two provinces was entitled to insured services. 


In Ontario, where coverage is partially voluntary, 96.8% of the net population was 
insured at the end of the year compared to 98.6% at March 31, 1969, a decrease of 1.8%. In 
Saskatchewan, where coverage is compulsory, 99.6% of the net population was insured at year 
end compared to 99.4% at March 31, 1969, an increase of .2%. 


As a result, in Canada as a whole, 98.8% of the net population was insured at the year end 
compared to 99.5% for the previous year. 


The percentage of insured persons in Canada on March 31 to net population, increased 
steadily since the inception of the hospital insurance program from 1959 until this year when 
the percentage decreased by .7%. As of March 31, 1959 64.5% of the population were insured 
persons and until 1961, there were larger increases due to the increasing number of provinces 
participating in the program. However, since 1961, the increases represent increases in the 
number of persons covered in provinces already participating in the program and range from 
97.7% in 1961 to 99.5% as of March 31, 1969. The net population of Canada as estimated by 
the Dominion Statistician (Table B) has increased from 16,918,000 in 1958 to 20,946,000 in 
1969 or a population increase of 23.8% during these eleven years. 


Federal Payments 


As in prior years, payments to the provinces during the year under review consisted of 
monthly advance payments on a current basis and the payment of the final contribution based 
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on shareable costs for the calendar year 1967. The final payments of the federal contribution 
for 1967 was completed in March 1970. 


Table C summarizes these payments. The advance payments to the provinces for the year 
under review amounted to $624,510,262.13 and final payments to $11,399,576.12 making a 
total of $635,909 ,838.25. 


Advance payments increased by 14.9% during the current year. Advance payments for 
in-patient services increased by 13.7% and for out-patient services by 43.2%. This reflects the 
broadening of out-patient services under Hospital Insurance as well as an increase in the volume 
and related costs of services previously provided as insured services. 


Table D shows the total payments, by fiscal year, to participating provinces since the 
inception of the hospital insurance program on July 1, 1958, totalling over four billion dollars. 
It should be recalled that in 1958-59, only five provinces (Newfoundland, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia) participated at the beginning of the program, 
while two additional provinces (Nova Scotia and Ontario) operated programs for three months 
only. These seven provinces were joined during the fiscal year 1959-60 by two other provinces 
which operated programs for only part of that fiscal year (New Brunswick from July 1 and 
Prince Edward Island from October 1). During the fiscal year 1960-61 the remaining provinces 
commenced to participate in the program (Northwest Territories, April 1, 1960; Yukon, July 1, 
1960; and Quebec, January 1, 1961). The fiscal year 1961-62 was the first year during which all 
of the provinces were participating for the full fiscal year. 


Since the federal payments are based on provincial shareable costs, factors which must be 
considered in connection with the payments shown in this Table are the increase in population 
accompanied by a corresponding increase in the number and type of hospital beds which were 
made available to meet the needs of the increasing population and increasing hospital costs due, 
in large part, to readjustments in salaries and wages which form a substantial percentage of 
overall hospital expenditures. During the period, there has been an increase in the out-patient 
services provided to insured persons, a broadening of the benefits for the chronically ill and for 
acute psychiatric care, and cost increases due to advances made in medical science. 


Table E shows the total contributions by province, by calendar year instead of by fiscal 
year as was shown in Table D. As explained earlier, hospital insurance contributions are 
calculated on the basis of the calendar year. It will be noted that the amounts shown for 1958 
to 1967 represent both advance payments and final payments. The amounts shown for 1968 
and 1969 represent advance payments only and the amounts shown for 1970 represent advance 
payments for the first three months of that calendar year ended March 31, 1970. 


Final Contribution for 1967 


The final contributions payable for 1967 and paid during the fiscal year under review 
were calculated on the basis of the formula set out in the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act and described in section 1(c) of this report. The per capita cost of in-patient services 
in 1967 is shown in Table F. It will be noted that the national per capita cost was $62.47 and 
that in three provinces the cost exceeded this national figure. As a result, in these provinces the 
federal contribution represented a percentage of less than 50% whereas the provinces in which 
the per capita cost was less than the national, received contributions exceeding 50% of their 
shareable costs. 


Table G shows particulars of the total contribution for in-patient services in 1967. The 
contribution totalled over $438 million and does not include the contribution to the province 
of Quebec which is payable under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


Table H shows the particulars of the calculation of the federal contribution made for 
insured out-patient services in 1967. The scope of insured out-patient services, as evidenced in 
this Table, varies considerably between provinces. The federal contribution towards the cost of 
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out-patient services in a province is in the same proportion as the federal contribution for 
in-patient services in that province. 


Table J shows the total contribution payable by Canada to participating provinces with 
respect to 1967, exceeding 453 million dollars. It will be recalled, however, that advances had 
been made to the provinces in an amount exceeding 441 million dollars so that the final 
payment for 1967 was approximately 12.5 million dollars. 


Table K sets out the details of the cost of in-patient services in 1967 in each of the 
provinces. It will be noted that the provincial costs shown on the last line of this table are the 
final in-patient costs reported in Table F. This table shows the amount included or deducted in 
computing the in-patient costs. 


The provincial payments to federally-owned hospitals are shown in section 2 of Table K. 
These are payments for insured in-patient services rendered to insured persons in hospitals 
operated by the Departments of Veterans Affairs, National Defence and National Health and 
Welfare. 


When insured services are furnished to a person in respect of an injury or disability, where 
such person is legally entitled to recover the cost of such services from some other person by 
way of damages, the hospital account is paid by the provincial authority, and action is taken to 
recover the cost from the responsible third party. The amounts so recovered in respect of 
insured in-patient services are shown in section 5 of Table K. 


Comparative Data 


It has been explained previously that essential parts of the formula for the payment of 
contributions to the provinces are the per capita cost of in-patient services in the provinces, and 
the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada. For the final calculation of the federal 
contribution, these per capita costs are based on actual shareable costs as defined in the 
Hospital Insurance Regulations. In making comparisons with the amounts of the final 
contributions as set out in earlier reports to Parliament, it should be remembered that, for the 
calendar year 1959, only seven provinces participated in the joint program for the whole of the 
calendar year, Nova Scotia and Ontario having commenced on January 1, 1959. Insofar as the 
calendar year 1958 was concerned, only the original five provinces were participating 
(Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia) and these joint 
programs only commenced on July Ist of that year. Commencing January 1, 1965, the method 
of payment to the Province of Quebec was subject to a special agreement made under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act so that while the shareable costs in 
Quebec were determined in the same manner as for the other provinces, the resulting 
contribution was not made under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, but was 
included in calculating the adjustment made by the Department of Finance. 


Table L shows the per capita cost of in-patient services and the percentage increase of 
these per capita costs over the previous year, by province, for the calendar years from 1958 to 
1967 inclusive. The per capita costs shown for 1967 are based without exception on the 
shareable in-patient costs in all provinces, and show a national per capita cost of $62.47. This 
represents an increase of 13.2% over the national per capita cost for 1966 which was $55.20. 
This cost, in turn, represented an increase of 14.4% over the per capita cost for 1965 which was 
$48.25. 


Table M shows the final cost of in-patient services for the calendar years from 1958 to 
1967 inclusive, by province, and it also shows the percentage increase over the previous year for 
each cost figure. The amounts shown for the calendar year 1967 were, in all instances, the 
actual shareable costs as defined in the Hospital Insurance Regulations and the total amount of 
more than $1,267 million represents an increase of 15.4% over the amount shown as the final 
cost for 1966. The final cost for 1966, which amounted to some $1,097 million, was 17.0% 
more than the final cost in 1965. 


Advisory Committee on Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. 


The Advisory Committee held two meetings in Ottawa during the year under review, one on 
May 27 and 28 and the other on November 27 and 28, 1969. 


At the Nineteenth Meeting of the Advisory Committee held in May 1969, progress reports on 
the Medical Care Program, Health Resources Fund, Committee on Cost of Health Services and the 
Canadian Hospital Association Quarterly Hospital Information System were presented to the 
members. Some provinces requested that the federal directive of 1961 regarding the policy on 
pre-opening expenses be updated since it did not provide for the development of the moder, large 
hospitals which are complex organizations requiring a variety of key personnel well in advance of 
opening for proper planning of efficient operations. All provinces agreed to refer this request to the 
Sub-Committee on Finance. 


At the Twentieth Meeting of the Advisory Committee held in November 1969, provincial 
representatives reported on their activities with regards to the recent release of the reports of the 
seven task forces of the Committee on Cost of Health Services. Most provinces were in the process of 
analyzing the various recommendations and had assigned study groups to review in detail the financial 
and administrative implications in such areas as regionalization, planning of hospital facilities, 
diagnostic facilities, etc. The Canadian Council on Hospital Accreditation presented a paper on the 
extended care centre accreditation program to be initiated in 1970 and the Canadian Red Cross 
Society submitted a proposal to provincial authorities for increased support to their blood transfusion 
services for 1970 and future years. 


The Sub-Committees on Finance, Quality of Care and Research, and Eligibility and Portability 
met during the year as did the working parties on standardization of hospital terminology and job 
titles and on hospital statistics (Hospital Information System). 


Federal-provincial meetings were held by medical consultants, pharmacists, nurses and dietitians 
during the year under review. 


Activities of the Directorate of Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
(a) Administration 


The administrative responsibilities related to the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 

Services Program may be summarized as follows: 

1) the assessment and calculation of shareable costs and the processing of advance and final 
payments to the provinces under the Act; 

2) the preparation of amending agreements with the provinces as required; 

3) _ the classification of hospitals to determine their eligibility under the Act; 

4) the production of information material, such as reports and manuals, for use by 
governments and other agencies; 

5) the evaluation of provincial hospital insurance plans in relation to national needs, and the 
provision of advice to the provinces on the development of their hospital insurance plans; 
and 

6) the processing of claims submitted under the Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund. 


(b) Consultative Services 


One of the major responsibilities of the Directorate has been to assist the provinces in 
improving the standards of care and efficiency of the hospitals in Canada. To this end, the 
Directorate has continued to make available the services of consultants in Hospital 
Administration, Medical Administration, Hospital Accounting, Nursing and Dietetics and they 
have assisted in improving the delivery, quality and efficiency of hospital care services as part of 
the total health care delivery system. The consultants’ services are available to federal 
departments, the Provinces and, at their request, to individual hospitals and to other health 
agencies.

During the last year, the consultants carried out studies on a multi-disciplinary team basis 
in a number of Canadian hospitals with particular reference to the improvement of patient care 
services and efficiency by making more effective utilization of hospital personnel. The 
consultants also continued to carry out a variety of individual consultative assignments in their 
respective professional areas of activity. They have worked very closely with the directors of 
hospital insurance programs in the provinces, providing leadership in developing new 
operational methods and assisting hospital personnel in implementing these methods. 


Several of the consultants participated in the Task Forces established to review the Cost 
of Health Services in Canada and all were involved in a comprehensive Directorate review of the 
recommendations arising from Task Force reports. One Directorate consultant served as project 
director and organized and directed a province-wide study of extended care services and 
facilities in a Maritime province. 


The consultants have chaired and participated in national committees and working 
parties, and have given leadership in their respective fields through taking part in conventions, 
by giving major addresses, by conducting seminars and educational work-shops and in lecturing 
at various universities and to health associations. 


There is good liaison between the consultants and members of the Hospital Services 
Study Unit in order to maintain a close relationship between the development of applied 
research projects and the current operating needs of the hospitals. 


Hospital Services Study Unit 


The analysis stage of the research project, “The Analysis of Hospital Utilization by 
Mapping” has begun. A model, ““GEOPROB”’, was developed for measuring the probability that 
a patient from a given subregion will go to a specific hospital. The hospital planner who is 
prepared to accept the limitations of this model can use it to predict in what proportion 
patients from a given subregion will choose from among four or more hospitals. Within the 
limitations of the simulation capability of the Geoprob model, the hospital planner can set 
goals and simulate a normative mode to create a system of hospitals that would provide a 
supply of facilities in accordance with that requisite to the desired goals. In addition, the 
Multi-Map phase of this project has been taken up by two provinces. 


The project “Non-Urgent Utilization of Urban Hospital Emergency Departments” was 
advanced by the design and submission of two pilot studies under the New National Health 
Grant. One pilot study being undertaken is limited mainly to the development of a workable 
definition of “non-urgent”. An application has been received for a study which will focus on 
the development of an operational data collection system and the provision of the foundation 
on which to build a model for comparison of the operation of alternative methods of handling 
this ambulatory case load. 


Members of the Unit have been active in providing consultation services upon request, for 
proposed and/or on-going applied research projects, as well as encouraging and supporting the 
development of research into areas of high priority. 


Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund 


The Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund was established in 1966-67 for the payment 
of hospital insurance claims for residents of Canada who, through no fault of their own, ceased 
to be eligible for and entitled to insured services under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act. Disbursements under this Fund were as follows:

PART Il — HOSPITAL STATISTICS 


This part of the report describes and analyzes the operations of hospitals, and reviews the other 
facilities, listed in hospital insurance Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. 
Mental hospitals, tuberculosis sanatoria, and institutions primarily providing custodial or domiciliary care 
are specifically excluded from cost sharing arrangements under the terms of the Act and their services are 
not included here. 


All hospitals listed in hospital insurance Agreements (hereafter referred to as “listed hospitals’’) are 
required to submit annual reports to the provincial hospital authorities who forward them after edit to the 
Department of National Health and Welfare for tabulation. Most of the material which follows is derived 
from this source, supplemented as necessary with data supplied by the provincial plans. 


The focus of this report is the calendar year 1968 but some historical comparisons are also provided. 
The year 1961 is mainly used for comparative purposes because it was the first year in which all provinces 
and territories participated in the program. Appendix tabulations (noted in parentheses) are provided to 
furnish greater detail than can conveniently be included in the text tables. Most appendix tables also show 
data for additional years. In making comparisons it should be kept in mind that 1968 was a leap year and 
the tabulations of services for that year cover 366 days. 


1. Hospitals and Other Facilities 


(a) Number of hospitals, facilities and beds 


Hospital insurance agreements listed 1,297 hospitals and 63 other facilities in Canada at 
December 31, 1968. In addition there were three listed hospitals located in the United States 
close to the Canadian border, but these have been disregarded in the compilation of this report. 


Table 1 shows the number of listed facilities in Canada in each year since 1961. The 
number of listed hospitals has remained fairly constant since 1962 whereas the number of other 
facilities has almost doubled in this period. 


During 1968 there was a net reduction of one in the number of listed hospitals, as eight 
hospitals were deleted from agreements and seven were added. In addition there were two 
administrative mergers each of which combined two hospitals under one administration. There 
were also two cases in which one hospital was divided into two sections

Of the 1,297 listed hospitals, 18 did not report on any of their activities. These were 
mainly small hospitals providing a relatively limited volume of in-patient care. The services 
provided by these hospitals would not influence the national totals to any significant extent 
and their omission may be disregarded for practical purposes. Due to differences in the 
organization of financing and range of services provided by individual hospitals, not all hospitals 
are included in every report of specific activities. 


The 63 other facilities listed in 1968 included clinics, medical centres, laboratories, 
radiological facilities, Red Cross blood depots, and a diagnostic and research institute. 


At December 31, 1968, there were 143,679 beds in the 1,279 listed hospitals that 
reported, which represents an increase of 18.7 per cent over the total for 1961, see Table 2. 
This increase primarily reflects the response to population growth as the number of beds rose 
by only 0.3 per thousand population or by 4.5 per cent from 1961 to 1968. In general terms it 
might be said that bed rates per thousand population in most provinces appear to be gravitating 
toward the national average as those below the national average tend to increase and those 
above tend to decline (Al).

It should be noted that rates in most tables of this report are expressed in terms of “‘per 
thousand population’”’. This measure relates to the total population whether insured or not. In 
some instances, however, it is more appropriate to express rates in terms of “per thousand 
insured persons” which indicates that only insured persons are included in the denominator 
when the rate is calculated. Tables showing total, net, and insured population appear in the 
appendix (A2, A3). 

(b) Number of hospitals and beds by status 


Listed hospitals are grouped into three categories in the federal-provincial Agreements 
consisting of: (1) Budget review hospitals whose budgets are subject to review by the provincial 
hospital authority; (2) Contract hospitals which are private institutions providing insured 
services under contract with the provincial hospital authority; and (3) Federal hospitals which 
are owned by the Government of Canada and operated by the Departments of National 
Defence, Veterans Affairs and National Health and Welfare. 


The number of beds in budget review hospitals increased by 26.1 per cent from 1961 to 
1968. These hospitals now contain over 90 per cent of the beds in all reporting hospitals as 
shown in Table 3. By contrast, the number of beds in contract and federal hospitals has 
declined significantly during this period. The distribution of hospitals and beds by status varies 
among provinces but budget review hospitals predominate throughout Canada except in the 
territories (A4, AS).

(c) Number of beds by type of unit 
An approximate indication of the use of hospital beds is given by Table 4 which shows 
their distribution by type of unit. Beds are classified according to the unit to which they are 
assigned by the hospitals. Some smaller hospitals, however, do not differentiate their beds but 
classify all beds as “general”: Furthermore, patients admitted for treatment of chronic 
conditions may occupy acute treatment beds or vice versa. The distribution of beds by unit 
consequently may not exactly reflect the type of patient being treated in these facilities. 
There has been an increase in all types of beds except obstetrical beds in the period 1961— 
1968. In absolute terms, the greatest growth was in general acute treatment beds which 
increased by almost 13,000. In percentage terms, the greatest growth was in chronic, 
convalescent and other long term care beds which increased by 32.4 per cent.

An appendix tabulation (A6) shows beds by type of unit according to status of hospital. 
It will be noted that budget review hospitals are predominantly acute care institutions with 
about 85 per cent of their beds allocated to acute care units. Contract hospitals by contrast 
have about two-thirds of their beds assigned to chronic, convalescent and other long-term care. 
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Federal hospital beds are assigned approximately 65 per cent to acute care and 35 per cent to 
chronic, convalescent and other long-term care, but this distribution includes beds for custodial 
and mental health care. 


A provincial distribution of budget review hospital beds (A7) shows that almost all beds 
are reported as available for acute care in Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and the territories. 
At the other extreme, 21.4 per cent are assigned to chronic, convalescent and other long-term 
care in Alberta where a system of auxiliary hospitals operates within the hospital care program. 


A provincial distribution of beds in contract and federal hospitals (A8) shows that they 
are concentrated mainly in Quebec and Ontario and to a lesser degree in British Columbia. 


A comparison of hospital beds by type per thousand population in each province appears 
in Figure 1. 


(d) Number of beds by size of general hospital 


The size of a hospital, expressed as its rated bed capacity, is determined by the 
provincial authorities using either federal or provincial standards in relation to free floor area 
within each room which is usable for bed accommodation. The number of beds set up in a 
hospital is determined by a count of beds actually available for accommodation of in-patients at 
December 31 and this may deviate from the rated capacity, depending upon local 
circumstances. 


This subsection deals only with beds in budget review general hospitals. It will be seen 
from Table 5 that reporting hospitals of this type had 112,876 beds in 1968 or 87 per cent of 
all listed hospital beds. Trends in budget review general hospitals are consequently the major 
determinants of hospital care patterns.

The relative importance of hospitals with fewer than 200 beds has declined considerably 
since 1961. From the percentage distribution of beds set up, shown in Table 5, one may 
determine that these hospitals contained 44.5 per cent of total beds in 1961 but only 35.3 per 
cent in 1968. 
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The change in distribution of beds set up illustrates the trend toward larger-sized 
institutions within the hospital system which has paralleled the increasing urbanization of 
Canada’s population. The total increase in the groups exceeding 200 beds was almost 50 per 
cent in both the number of hospitals and the number of beds. 


The increase in the number of larger institutions stems from three sources: hospital 
mergers; the construction of new hospitals; and the enlargement of existing institutions. 
Hospital construction and expansion have been promoted by assistance under the Hospital 
Construction Grant Program since 1948( and more recently from the Health Resources Fund. 


Analyses of hospital per diem costs have consistently shown higher costs in larger 
institutions. Larger active treatment hospitals are generally better equipped and staffed with 
more highly trained personnel and provide a more complex type of patient care. 


This level of service is more costly than care in smaller institutions with fewer resources. 
One result of the trend to larger hospitals has therefore been an increase in the average per diem 
cost of hospital care. 


Hospital size reflects population distribution among other factors. Although the national 
pattern of hospital size is not found in those provinces with proportionately larger rural 
populations, there is generally a tendency toward larger hospitals throughout the country (A9, 
A10, Al1). 


2. Hospital Services 


(a) In-Patient Services 


(i) Admissions and separations (adults and children) 


There were more than 3.3 million admissions of adults and children to reporting 
hospitals in 1968 (A12). This represents a continuation of the upward trend in the 
absolute number of admissions which has prevailed for some years. 


The number of admissions was up 3.4 per cent over the previous year. Slightly less 
than one-half of this increase stemmed from population growth. The remainder 
represented an increase in utilization of about 1.8 per cent reflecting a rise in admissions 
per thousand population from 157.9 to 160.7. 


The number of separations closely paralleled the number of admissions. 
Separations, which include both discharges and deaths of in-patients, have overall been 
slightly below the number of admissions during the past several years (A13). This 
imbalance arises from the growth in bed capacity of listed hospitals which permits a larger 
average daily census of in-patients to be maintained. 


(ii) Days of care (adults and children) 


This report contains two measures of the utilization of hospital services by adults 
and children. 


The first measure is the specific rate for insured in-province hospital care, which is 
based upon the number of days of insured in-patient care received by patients from 
hospitals of their province of residence. The number of insured care days is divided by the 
number of insured persons in thousands. This measure excludes insured care in 
out-of-province hospitals and consequently understates the total amount of in-patient 
services received by the insured population. Nevertheless it provides a reasonable 
indication of hospital utilization trends within a province during a period of time, 
although inter-provincial comparisons are not valid. 


(1) The Hospital Construction Grant was terminated on March 31, 1970. 
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The annual rate for Canada of insured care days per thousand insured persons 
increased by 9.0 per cent over the period 1961 to 1968 with almost one-third of this 
increase occurring in 1968 (A14, A15).

The second measure is the general rate of hospital utilization which includes all 
patient days, whether insured or not, provided by listed hospitals. This measure includes 
care provided to residents of other provinces and other countries but care obtained by 
Canadian residents outside Canada is excluded. The rates are calculated in relation to the 
total provincial population. 


Table 6 shows the number of patient days in 1961 and 1968, distributed according 
to responsibility for payment. Additional tabulations are included in the appendix (A16, 
A17, A18). Provincial plan days comprising almost 93 per cent of total days in 1968, include 
Only insured services received from hospitals within the patient’s province of residence. 
Days charged directly to patients because the hospital stay was not approved by the plan 
appear under /nsured residents, care not responsibility of provincial plan. It will be seen 
that unapproved days in 1968 were double the 1961 total although they have declined 
steadily in more recent years. Under Uninsured residents of province are days charged 
directly to residents of the province in which the hospital is situated, being services to 
residents who are not insured under that province’s plan. Out-of-province care, whether 
insured or not is shown under Non-residents of province. This category also includes 
services for residents of other countries. The categories Workmen’s Compensation Board 
and Government of Canada include all patient days charged by the hospitals to these 
agencies regardless of the patients’ residence or insurance status. Figure 2 compares the 
percentage distribution of patient days in 1961 and 1968 by responsibility for payment. 


From 1961 to 1968 the total number of patient days increased by 18.8 per cent, 
but the major part of this increase can be attributed to population growth as the number 
of patient days per thousand population during this period increased by only 4.5 per cent 
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(iii) 


from 1,952 to 2,039. It should be noted however that the rate was relatively stable for 
several years at about 2,000 prior to 1968. The increase in the rate in 1968 amounted to 
1.6 per cent. 


The number of days which were the responsibility of the provincial plans increased 
more rapidly between 1961 and 1968 than total patient days. Provincial plan days 
increased by about eight million, whereas total patient days increased by less than seven 
million (A16). This difference, in part, reflects the increasing percentage of the 
population insured in 1968 compared to 1961. In 1961 over 350,000 eligible persons in 
provinces with a premium system were not insured but in 1968 the total was less than 
one-half of this number (A2). Nationally, in 1968, the plans covered 92.8 per cent of all 
patient days representing insured care within the province. They also covered some 
portion of the 1.5 per cent of total patient days provided to non-residents. This portion 
represents insured care provided in hospitals outside the province. There were some 
variations among provinces but the plans covered over 90 per cent of patient days 
throughout Canada except in the territories (A17, A18). 


Budget review hospitals accounted for over ninety per cent of all patient days in 
1968; contract hospitals for about four per cent; and federal hospitals for about five per 
cent (A19). The proportion provided by budget review hospitals continued to increase 
slightly from year to year as contract and federal hospitals jointly provided a declining 
portion of all patient days. 


There is a high positive correlation between the general rate of utilization and the 
ratio of beds to population. For example, Alberta and Saskatchewan which ranked first 
and second in bed supply per 1,000 population among the provinces also ranked first and 
second in patient days per 1,000 population. Similarly, Prince Edward Island and 
Newfoundland ranked 9 and 10 respectively in bed supply as well as in patient days per 
1,000 population (Al, A19). 

About 70 per cent of total patient days continued to be provided in standard ward 
accommodation and 30 per cent in private and semi-private rooms. This ratio has changed 
little since 1961. Budget review hospitals provided about 70 per cent of their patient days 
in standard ward accommodation. Contract hospitals, on the other hand, provided over 
half their patient days in private and semi-private rooms. Federal hospitals reported 100 
per cent of their patient days in standard wards (A20). On a provincial basis, the 
percentage of patient days in standard wards of budget review hospitals ranged from 59.6 
per cent in Quebec to 89.9 per cent in Saskatchewan and 100 per cent in the territories 
(A21). 

Length of Stay (Adults and Children). 
The average length of stay referred to in this subsection is calculated by dividing the 


number of persons separated from hospitals during the year into the number of days they 
spent in hospital since admission. 


An alternative but less valid measure is obtained by dividing the number of 
separations into the total number of patient days of care provided by hospitals during the 
year. This measure is included in the appendix tables for reference purposes only. 


The average length of stay in all hospitals was 12.4 days in 1968. This level has been 
virtually constant since 1963 (A22). 


The length of stay calculated for all budget review hospitals increased slightly as a 
result of increases in all but “other” hospital stay. The length of stay also increased in 
contract and federal hospitals. 


Among provinces the length of stay varied from 10.0 days in Prince Edward Island 
to 13.3 days in Ontario (A23). This variation does not necessarily mean that comparable 
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(iv) 


(v) 


in-hospital treatment involved a longer stay in some provinces than others. Many other 
factors contributed to this situation, for example: the substitution of other forms of 
treatment e.g. out-patient services; differences in the age/sex composition of population; 
differences in population density and distribution; and availability of chronic care beds. 


If budget review general hospitals are considered separately, there is a significant 
difference in the length of stay between the four western provinces on the one hand and 
the central and Atlantic provinces on the other (A24). This pattern has existed for some 
years. 


Excluding hospitals with fewer than ten beds, the national average length of stay 
increased with the size of the budget review general hospital in 1968, ranging from 7.3 
days in hospitals having a bed capacity of 10-24, up to 13.4 days in hospitals having a bed 
capacity of 1,000 and over (A25). This pattern also tended to prevail on a provincial 
basis, although it was not completely applicable in all provinces. The more extended stay 
in larger hospitals is partly attributable to the fact that these hospitals usually have 
facilities for treatment of more complex conditions which tend to require a longer 
hospital stay. 


Percentage Occupancy 


Occupancy is a measure of the degree of utilization of available beds during the 
year. It is the ratio of the average daily patient census to the number of available beds 
expressed as a percentage. 


The occupancy calculated for all budget review hospitals rose to 80.7 per cent in 
1968 following a decline to 80.1 per cent in 1967 (A26). In the six previous years it had 
not fallen below 81.0 per cent. 


In budget review general hospitals, occupancy was 79.1 compared to about 80 per 
cent or higher from 1961 to 1966. The level varied from province to province and ranged 
from 70.7 to 82.9 per cent in the neighboring provinces of Alberta and British Columbia 
respectively (A27). The most notable change in relation to 1967 was an increase from 
71.5 to 77.2 per cent in Newfoundland. In other provinces there were declines or 
increases of lesser magnitude (A28). 


Occupancy, calculated for budget review general hospitals by various bed size 
groupings, generally increased with hospital size as in previous years. Hospitals with fewer 
than ten beds had a national occupancy rate of 45.5 per cent, while at the other extreme, 
hospitals with 1,000 or more beds had an average occupancy of 86.7 per cent (A29). This 
pattern also tended to appear provincially, although, as might be expected, there were 
some exceptions. A number of reasons might be suggested for the higher occupancy rate 
in larger hospitals. Larger hospitals offer a more comprehensive range of service and draw 
patients from outlying as well as adjacent communities. Waiting lists for certain services 
exist at some larger hospitals, reflecting, in part, patient preference for treatment at larger 
institutions. In addition, patients in the larger hospitals have a longer average length of 
stay, consequently the bed turnover rate is lower. This means that potential delays 
between the discharge of one patient and the admission of the next occur less frequently. 


Newborn care 


Information concerning hospital care for newborns has not been included in the 
previous four subsections. 


The number of newborn separations declined by 1.5 per cent from 1967 to 1968 
(A30). This is a continuation in the decline of births which has prevailed in Canada since 
the beginning of this decade. The rate of decrease is moderating nevertheless. The 
decrease noted in 1966 was 7.1 per cent; in 1967, 3.8 per cent. 
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(b) 


The average length of stay, 6.8 days, has been Virtually constant since 1963. The 
length of stay continued to vary among the provinces, ranging from 6.1 days in 
Newfoundland to 7.3 days in Alberta and British Columbia (A31). 


Virtually all births in Canada now occur in hospitals. Preliminary reports by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics indicate that 99,5 per cent of live births in Canada 
(excluding Newfoundland) in 1968 occurred in hospital. The comparative rate for 1961 
was 96.9. 


Out-Patient Services 


Minimum standards of in-patient care are laid down in the Act as a condition for cost 
sharing. The range of in-patient services covered by the various provincial plans has 
consequently been relatively uniform throughout the country. The coverage of out-patient 
services on the other hand is optional, and provinces are free to determine what range of 
services, if any, they may choose to provide. As a result, initial out-patient coverage under the 
hospital insurance program varied widely from province to province. 


In recent years, however, there has been a tendency for virtually all provinces to extend 
the range of their insured out-patient services and most provinces now cover a fairly 
comprehensive range of services on an out-patient basis. In addition to this extension of coverage 
there has also been a tendency for out-patient service volumes to expand rapidly. These two 
trends have produced a sharp increase in the cost of out-patient care. The cost in 1961 was 
almost $6.5 million. Final costs for 1968 have not yet been determined but it is likely that they 
may be about ten times greater than in 1961. 


Among many probable reasons for the increase in range and quantity of out-patient 
services are two major factors; public demand and hospital operating economy. Public demand 
reflects growing acceptance of the hospital function as a provider of out-patient services. 
Increasing transience of the urban population no doubt contributes to this situation by 
impeding the development of traditional physician-patient relationships. The public appears to 
appreciate the availability of service on a 24hour daily basis backed by comprehensive 
diagnostic facilities and trained personnel, and is using out-patient services more frequently. 
Hospital operating economies are also being achieved through the provision of services on an 
out-patient basis which would otherwise require the occupancy of hospital beds. 


Comparable statistics for out-patient services in 1961 and 1968 are not available, but in 
view of the likely ten-fold cost increase previously mentioned, it is certain that the greater 
out-patient service volume has added significantly to the work loads of hospital personnel, 
particularly those providing nursing, laboratory, radiology, physiotherapy, occupational 
therapy and other out-patient services. 


Medical care programs under the Medical Care Act have now been established in most 
provinces. The provinces, at their option, may share the cost of diagnostic services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, under the Medical Care Act, or under both 
Acts. No significant shift of diagnostic services from hospital insurance to medical care 
insurance has yet been noted. 


3. Hospital Patients 


(a) 


Utilization by age and sex 


The information contained in this section is gathered by the Department of National 
Health and Welfare from the provincial hospital authorities. The co-operation of the provinces 
in preparing this material and making it available is a positive contribution toward an 
understanding of the function of the Canadian hospital system. 


There are some differences among the provinces in their handling of data on patients and 
services for statistical purposes, but these variations are probably of insufficient magnitude to

have any practical adverse effect upon the value of the tabulations. The differences relate 
generally to out-of-province care, services for uninsured persons and services for out-of-province 
residents. A footnote to the relevant appendix table (A32) provides details. 


The pattern of hospital utilization for the population by age group can be stated simply. 
It is high during the initial years of life, falls sharply through childhood and the early teen 
years, and then rises continuously with ensuing years to reach a peak in old age. This pattern 
applies equally to separations (and consequently admissions), days since admission and length 
of stay. 


During the past few years there has been an increase in the number of separations and 
days since admission per thousand children under 5 years of age. Utilization has remained fairly 
constant however in respect to children aged 5 to 14. A general downward trend is noted in the 
case of persons aged 15 to 44, but in the age groups above 45 there has been an upward trend in 
both separations and days since admission. 


Average lengths of stay have increased slightly since 1962, but comment on this point 
appears later in this report. 


When hospital utilization by age is further differentiated by sex, some additional 
observations can be made (A33). If the age groups 15-59 are excluded because female 
utilization in these years is distorted by obstetrical services, it can be seen that relatively more 
males were admitted to hospital than females. This difference was most pronounced in infancy 
and old age. The separation rate per thousand males under 5 years was 29 per cent higher than 
the equivalent female rate, and for ages 75 and over the difference was 23 per cent. 


Females aged 15 to 59 accounted for more hospital days than males as shown by days 
since admission per thousand population. This was also true for females aged 65 and over. In 
the 15 to 59 age group female days of care were higher than male days despite a shorter length 
of stay because relatively more females were admitted to hospital. The reverse situation existed 
in the 65 and over age groups. Relatively more males were admitted to hospital but female days 
of care per thousand were greater, reflecting the longer average female length of stay. 


Utilization by length of stay 


Separations and patient days since admission have been tabulated by length of stay 
(A34). Data for the Province of Nova Scotia are not included in this tabulation. It can be seen 
that the majority of hospital patients required a relatively small percentage of total patient days 
whereas a relatively small percentage of patients required the majority of patient days. For 
example 51.7 per cent of all separations stayed 6 days or less and required only 14.5 per cent of 
all patient days whereas 19.3 per cent of patients stayed 15 days or more and required 61.9 per 
cent of all patient days. Only 1.7 per cent of all patients stayed 60 days or more but they 
required over one-quarter of all patient days. At the other extreme almost 20 per cent of 
patients stayed 2 days or less and required only 2.5 per cent of total patient days. 


A tabulation of length of stay by province gives some insight into provincial variations 
which are reflected throughout the financial and utilization statistics in this report (A35). For 
example, patients staying 10 days or less accounted for 24.8 per cent of total patient days in 
Ontario, but in neighbouring Manitoba the percentage was 31.1. At the other end of the 
spectrum, patients staying 60 days or more accounted for 14.0 per cent of total patient days in 
British Columbia but 29.1 per cent in neighbouring Alberta. These differences may stem from 
many factors, but to a large extent they reflect the administrative policies of the various 
provincial authorities. 


Utilization by diagnoses 


Diagnoses were categorized into 98 classifications of the Canadian List of Diagnoses 
(A36). Four supplementary categories consisting mainly of examinations and accounting fora > 
small percentage of patient days were excluded from the listing. 
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The 10 diagnostic categories with the highest number of separations in 1968 have been 
tabulated (A37). The top four categories have held similar positions in each year since 1964, 
but while deliveries and hypertrophy of tonsils accounted for a decreasing percentage of 
separations, arteriosclerotic and degenerative heart disease accounted for an increasing 
percentage of separations. Among the remaining six categories one notes a significant increase 
in disease of gallbladder and pancreas. There was a decline in complications of pregnancy but 
this was not proportionate to the number of deliveries. In 1964 complications of pregnancy 
amounted to 179 per thousand deliveries, in 1968 the comparable ratio was 203. Changes in 


diagnostic categories not in the leading ten will be reviewed later. 


Hospitalization by Selected Primary Diagnoses for In-Patients (Adults and

In respect to days since admission by major diagnostic classes (A36), the leading class was 
diseases of the circulatory system, followed by diseases of the digestive system, diseases of the 
nervous system, neoplasms, diseases of the respiratory system, and injuries by accident, 
poisoning and violence. These six classes together accounted for almost 65 per cent of all 
patient-days in 1968. 


If the table is compared to 1962 data some change may be noted in the percentage 
distribution of patient days by major diagnostic classes. Among the more significant shifts in 
percentage terms were the following: Infective and parasitic diseases down from 2.1 to 1.4; 
diseases of the nervous system up from 10.3 to 11.3; deliveries and complications of pregnancy 
down from 10.4 to 7.3; and mental, psychoneurotic and personality disorders up from 3.7 to 
4.9. 


The average length of stay for most major diagnostic classes was shorter in 1968 than in 
1962. Table A22 of the Annual Report for the year ended March 31, 1964 gives data for 1962. 
It was previously noted in Table A32 that the average length of stay for separations of “all 
ages” was longer in 1968 than in 1962. This paradox stems from at least three sources. Firstly 
there was a disproportional increase in the amount of care for persons aged 45 and over. These 
patients have an above average length of stay. Secondly, there was a decline in the number of 
deliveries. Deliveries require a relatively short hospital stay and the larger volume in 1962 
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contributed to the shorter overall length of stay in that year. The third factor was the change in 
utilization patterns by diagnosis in 1968 compared to 1962. The compound effect of these 
factors resulted in a longer average length of stay for all diagnoses collectively although the 
length of stay for most diagnostic classes individually was shorter. 


The more significant declines in length of stay include: infective and parasitic diseases 
from 15.1 to 13.1 days; diseases of the blood and blood forming organs 16.6 to 15.1 days; 
diseases of the circulatory system 21.8 to 20.4 days; diseases of bones and organs of movement 
19.4 to 17.8 days; and symptoms, senility and ill-defined conditions 9.2 to 7.3 days. 


A comprehensive analysis of trends by individual diagnostic categories would require 
extensive comments. For the purpose of this report just a few categories have been selected, 
with comparisons of 1962 and 1968 experience being shown in Table 7. For most of the 
diagnoses shown, relatively more people received care and patient days were consequently 
higher, but the average length of stay was generally lower in 1968 than in 1962. Disorders of 
character, behaviour and intelligence were an exception. Average stay for this category was one 
third longer in 1968 and patient days were double. In the case of complicated deliveries the 
increase in separations and days of care in 1968 provides a contrast to the decline in 
uncomplicated cases. 


4. Operating Expenditures of Budget Review Hospitals 


(a) 


Total, per capita, and per patient-day expenditures 


The expenditures outlined in this section relate only to budget review hospitals, as other 
hospitals are not required to report financial data. Budget review hospitals in 1968, as 
mentioned previously, accounted for over 90 per cent of all patient days in listed hospitals. The 
trends noted in respect to budget review hospital expenditures are therefore almost certain to 
be similar to the expected trends, if the expenditures of all listed hospitals could be taken 
together. 


The operating (or revenue fund) expenditures of budget review hospitals amounted to 
$1,722 million in 1968 (A38). This was an increase of 16.5 per cent over the 1967 total, and 
the largest annual percentage increase in the period 1961-1968. Since 1964 the annual 
percentage increase has been higher each year. Total expenditures in 1968 were almost two and 
one-half times as great as those of 1961. This increase, however, is expressed in terms of current 
dollars. Allowance must be made for the decline in the purchasing power of the dollar during 
this period. 


Expenditures increased in all provinces, but the rate of increase was greater in some 
provinces than in others. The largest percentage increase occurred in British Columbia, 22 per 
cent over 1967. In Prince Edward Island, by contrast, the increase was 7 per cent. The 
percentage increases in New Brunswick, Ontario, Manitoba, British Columbia, and the Yukon 
were the highest of the seven years under review. 


Operating expenditures in most provinces in 1968 were more than double the 1961 level. 
The increases ranged from 85 per cent in Saskatchewan to 250 per cent in Newfoundland. 
Ontario recorded the largest absolute dollar increase over this period, the level of annual 
expenditures rising by $394 million. 


Factors contributing to the increasing cost of hospital care are sufficiently interrelated 
that they cannot be readily isolated. No attempt is made here to evaluate individual 
determinants of cost changes but it may be noted that they can be grouped into four broad 
categories: (a) population changes; (b) price level changes; (c) changes in per capita utilization of 
hospital services; and (d) changes in hospital inputs required to produce each unit of service. 
The first two factors are external to the hospital system and therefore beyond the control of 
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hospital management, but the latter two are at least partially within the control of physicians, 
hospital administrators and other hospital personnel. It is in these areas of hospital effectiveness 
and efficiency that the Committee on Costs of Health Services is focussing its attention. 


Table 8 indicates that revenue fund expenditures increased by 148 per cent, over the 
period 1961 to 1968. The effect of population change is largely eliminated by expressing 
expenditures in per capita terms. On this basis the increase was 118 per cent. Changes in per 
capita utilization can additionally be eliminated by expressing expenditures per patient day. On 
this basis the increase was 96 per cent (A39, A40). This residual is therefore an approximation 
of the effect of rising price levels and of the need for increased hospital input per patient-day of 
service. The purchasing power of the dollar as measured by the aggregate price of all items 
included in the Consumer Price Index, declined in the period 1961-1968. About $120 on 
average was required in 1968 to purchase goods or services costing $100 in 1961. On this basis, 
expenditures per patient-day could have been expected to increase to $27.64 in 1968, assuming 
all variables other than the price level did not change. The residual ($17.54 per patient-day) is 
an indication of the effects of additional inputs per unit of output as well as of increases in 
costs (notably in salary and wage rates) beyond the increase in the general price level. A 
patient-day of care in 1961 was not the equivalent of a patient-day of care in 1968 however. 
There have been extensive changes in the types and intensity of care during this period and the 
requirement for increased and improved inputs per patient-day under these dynamic conditions 
must be kept in mind.

It should be emphasized that the foregoing paragraph is nothing more than a brief 
illustration of the possible magnitude of certain factors. A detailed analysis would have regard 
to many other variables, for example the age-sex, rural-urban and the regional distributions of 
the population as well as the increased scope of hospital programs (out-patient, rehabilitation, 
home care, educational services, etc.). Furthermore it must be recalled that these costs relate to 
budget review hospitals which provided 85.9 per cent of patient-days in 1961 compared to 90.4 
per cent in 1968 with provincial variations (in 1968) ranging from 100 per cent in Prince 
Edward Island to 86.3 per cent in Quebec. In view of these and other considerations it is 
evident that intensive analysis would be required for a precise allocation of hospital cost 
increases among the various causal factors. 


Expenditures by type of account 


Over two-thirds of the revenue fund expenditures of all budget review hospitals in Canada 
in 1968 represented payments for salaries and wages. Table 9 indicates changes in the 
percentage distribution of total expenditures compared to 1961. In 1968 salaries and wages 
comprised a larger percentage of the total. Medical and surgical supplies required virtually the 
same percentage. Drugs and raw food required a lower percentage, but other expenses, e.g. fuel, 
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electricity, depreciation, interest paid, etc., rose slightly in percentage terms (A41, A42). Figure 
3 illustrates these changes in absolute terms. 


Among the provinces there were considerable differences in the distribution of 
expenditures. For example, wages and salaries in Quebec accounted for over 70 per cent of 
total expense but in Newfoundland for less than 60 per cent. Expenditures per patient-day and 
per capita have been tabulated (A43, A44). A number of differences among the provinces may 
be noted but these are not reviewed in this report.

5. Hospital Personnel 


Salaries and wages continued to constitute an increasing segment of budget review hospital 
expenditures and in 1968 they accounted for more than two-thirds of operating expenditures. It is 
consequently not surprising to find that the number of hospital employees has increased in the period 
1961-1968, not only absolutely, but also relative to population and to the days of care provided by 
hospitals. 


Table 10 shows that the number of full-time employees in reporting hospitals increased by 41.5 
per cent over the period 1961 to 1968. For part-time employees the increase was 96.2 per cent. In 
terms of full-time staff equivalents, when two part-time employees are taken to represent one 
full-time employee, the increase was 44.4 per cent. The total number of personnel increased from 
3.16 per cent of the total civilian labour force in 1961 to 3.83 per cent in 1968. Full-time equivalent 
personnel have increased by 26.9 per cent relative to population and by 21.5 per cent relative to 
patient days. Each patient day in 1968 therefore required over one-fifth more labour input than a day 
of care in 1961. 


During the period 1961-1968 there were many changes in the hospital milieu, some tending to 
increase, and others tending to decrease, hospital personnel requirements. 


One obvious factor contributing to increased personnel requirements is the growth of 
out-patient services. It is not possible to determine precisely the effect of increased out-patient 
volumes on staff requirements, however it would appear that additional personnel required for 
out-patient care in 1968 compared to 1961 might number in the region of 7,500 or more. This would 
represent an increase of about 3.8 per cent in terms of 1961 full-time equivalents. 


Another factor relates to the increased use of advanced and far more complex medical 
procedures. These procedures require not only additional personnel but also more highly skilled 
personnel to support the physician in the provision of top-quality patient care. 


In addition there has been a trend to decrease the number of working hours per week of 
full-time staff and to grant more vacation time and educational leave. These factors among others 
have tended to increase staff requirements per patient-day of care.

On the other hand, many developments have tended to reduce the number of hospital 
personnel. Hospitals have been modernized and improved to achieve full advantage of labour-saving 
technology. There have also been improvements in hospital planning, organization, and administra- 
tion. 


It might be said that in many respects the modern hospital bears little resemblance to 
institutions of a generation or even a decade ago. Some hospitals now buy services previously 
provided by their own personnel. They are making increasing use of disposable supplies to replace 
items which require cleaning and sterilization. They are also replacing bulk foods with prepared 
meals. All these developments tend to reduce staff requirements, but they have apparently failed to 
offset those factors causing increases in the number of personnel. 


An increase in the number of full-time equivalent personnel occurred in all provinces in 1968 
compared to 1967 (A45). It can also be seen that some provinces use relatively more part-time 
employees than others. 


The number of personnel by employment classification appears in Figure 4 and the appendix 
(A46). Trainees constituted 11 per cent of total hospital personnel in 1968. The number of trainees 
has declined relatively in recent years reflecting the trend to provide more training for hospital 
personnel extramurally. Graduate nurses comprising 23.3 per cent of total personnel continue to 
constitute the largest category of employees. Nursing department staff (excluding trainees) accounted 
for 46.9 per cent of all personnel in 1968 compared to 40.3 per cent in 1961. 


The appendix also contains a listing of personnel by employment category for each province 
(A47), a percentage distribution (A48), and ratios per 100,000 population (A49). 


For budget review general hospitals only, the number of paid hours per patient day has 
increased continuously from 12.65 in 1961 to 15.01 in 1968 or by about 18.7 per cent. Nursing 
personnel hours per patient day increased by 23.2 per cent; other personnel hours by 13.4 per cent 
(ASO). 


It will be seen however that nursing hours per patient day declined marginally in 1968 
compared to 1967. This marks the first reversal of an upward trend which has persisted during the 
period. Hours by other personnel have continued to rise since 1963, but the increase in 1968 was the 
smallest of this period. 


A tabulation is also provided on a provincial basis (A51). Compared to 1967, four provinces 
had lower total hours per patient day, six provinces had lower nursing personnel hours, and four 
provinces had lower hours for other personnel.

This is the thirteenth report to Parliament made in accordance with the provisions of Section 9 of the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, and it is made with respect to the operation of Agreements 
under the Act for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1971. 


Part I of this report describes the amendments made, during the year under review, to the 
federal-provincial Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. A description is 
given of the provincial programs in force at the end of that year, as well as an outline of the activities of the 
Directorate and the Advisory Committee on Hospital and Diagnostic Services during the year. A summary 
of the statutory basis for federal contributions and advance payments to the provinces is also included. 


Part II of this report contains analyses for 1969 of the operations of hospitals listed in the 
federal-provincial Agreements, derived from statistical data reported in the Annual Return of Hospitals for 
that year. 


It should be noted that the data concerning federal financial contributions, other than the final 
contribution for 1968, and the number of insured persons as set out in Part I of this report, relate to the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1971. The hospital utilization and financial data set out in Part II of this report 
are based on the calendar year 1969, the latest year for which this information is presently available. 


PART! — RELATING TO FISCAL YEAR 1970-1971 


1. Operation of Agreements with Provinces 


(a) Changes in Agreements 


There were a few changes in the federal-provincial Agreements during the year under 
review. 


Out-patient services were extended in Nova Scotia, Quebec and British Columbia. 


Authorized charges were changed or added in Saskatchewan, Alberta and British 
Columbia (See section (3) — Methods of Provincial Financing for details.) 


Prince Edward Island will now be responsible for payments in respect of the cost of 
out-patient services rendered at hospitals outside the Province and within Canada where the 
Service is required as a result of sudden illness or accident or where prior approval of the 
province has been obtained. 


Most of the provinces also amended their Agreement with the Federal Government to 
take into account changes in the listing of hospitals and to indicate changes of rates for insured 
out-patient services. 


(b) Summary of Provincial Programs 


Because of the variation in programs provided by the provinces in accordance with 
Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, it has been the practice 
to include in this report a summary of provincial programs as of the end of the fiscal year under 
review.

In-Patient Services 


Since it is a primary requisite for entering into an Agreement under the federal Act 
that a province provide, on uniform terms and conditions, the in-patient services specified 
in the federal law, all of the provinces provide the following as insured in-patient services: 

(i) accommodation and meals at the standard or public ward level, 
(ii) necessary nursing service, 

(iii) laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures together with the necessary 
interpretations for the purpose of maintaining health, preventing disease and 
assisting in the diagnosis and treatment of any injury, illness or disability, 

(iv) drugs, biologicals and related preparations as provided in an Agreement when 
administered in the hospital, 

(v) use of operating room, case room and anaesthetic facilities, including necessary 
equipment and supplies, 

(vi) routine surgical supplies, 

(vii) use of radiotherapy facilities where available, 

(viii) use of physiotherapy facilities where available, 

(ix) services rendered by persons who receive remuneration therefor from the hospital, 

and 
(x) such other services as are specified in an Agreement 


Out-Patient Services 

While the federal law authorizes the Minister of National Health and Welfare to 
make contributions toward the costs of the above services on an out-patient basis, the law 
is permissive in this regard and the provinces are free to choose which, if any, out-patient 
services they provide as insured services. 

A broad range of out-patient services is provided by most provinces in the event of 
an accident. In Ontario, the services are provided within a period of 24 hours after an 
accident (Ontario also provides follow-up care in fracture cases). In Quebec, Manitoba 
and British Columbia this period may be extended under certain circumstances. In Nova 
Scotia, emergency services are provided within 48 hours of an accident. In New 
Brunswick, out-patient services for the diagnosis and emergency treatment of an injury 
received as a result of an accident, as well as the necessary follow-up care of such injury, 
are provided. 


Insured out-patient services vary from province to province, and the following 
summary outlines the scope of these services: 


NEWFOUNDLAND 

— Laboratory and radiological procedures including radioactive isotopes, electro- 
encephalograms, cardiograms and basal metabolism estimations together with the 
necessary interpretations, 

— Use of radiotherapy facilities, including radio-active isotopes, 

— Use of physiotherapy facilities, 

— Day care services, 

— Clinic and emergency visits, including use of operating rooms, application of casts, 
drugs, and medical and surgical supplies administered in hospital. 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


— Laboratory, radiological and other diagnostic procedures including the use of 
radioactive isotopes, 

— Drugs, biologicals and related preparations for emergency diagnosis and treatment, 

— Use of physiotherapy services, 


Use of radiotherapy facilities, 

Use of operating rooms and anaesthetic facilities, including the necessary 
equipment and supplies. 

Routine surgical supplies 


NOVA SCOTIA 


Laboratory, radiological and electroencephalographic examinations together with 
the necessary interpretations, 

Diagnostic procedures involving the use of radio-active isotopes, 

Radiotherapy services, 

Use of physiotherapy facilities, 

Minor medical and surgical procedures, 

Provision of blood including blood fractions, 

Diabetic day care clinic services, 

Haemodialysis, 

Pulmonary function tests and inhalation therapy, 

Electrocardiograms and ultrasonic diagnostic procedures, 

Non-medical component (excluding drugs, biologicals and related preparations) of 
all diagnostic and treatment out-patient procedures (excluding dental procedures).

Methods of Provincial Financing 


Since the provinces are free to devise their own methods for financing the 
provincial share of costs, a variety of methods of financing has emerged. One province 
levies a sales (hospital) tax. Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta use the 


premium method. Other provinces finance their share of costs out of general revenue and, 
in some instances, a combination of methods is used. 


The Ontario monthly premium is $5.50 for single persons and $11.00 for families. 
Insured persons in Ontario are entitled to insured services and, in addition, to services 
over and above those included in the Agreement under the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act. Their provincial program includes insured services in mental 
hospitals and tuberculosis sanatoria. There is a compulsory payroll deduction clause in 
the Ontario law in relation to establishments with fifteen or more employees, including 
the employer. Unlike the majority of provinces, this category of iesidents is the only 
category with respect to whom insurance coverage is compulsory in the province, the 
program being available to all others on a voluntary basis. 


The Manitoba monthly premium for single persons is $3.60 and for families $7.20. 
A 6% charge on personal income tax and an extra 1% tax on taxable income of 
corporations, are levied to provide for the provincial costs not covered by the premiums. 
A compulsory payroll deduction is applied for employed groups of three or more persons. 
Provision is also made to exempt from this group certain categories of persons for such 
Teasons as temporary or part-time employment. 


The annual premium or hospitalization tax in Saskatchewan is $24 for single 
persons and $48 for families, and authorized charges are in effect. The funds derived from 
the hospitalization tax and the authorized charges are augmented by consolidated revenue 
funds. 


In Alberta, a joint premium is charged for medical care insurance and hospital 
insurance coverage and the regular premium rate per month is $5.75 for a single 
subscriber and $11.50 for a family of two or more persons. The funds derived from the 
premium and authorized charges are supplemented by a mill rate levied on property. 


British Columbia finances the provincial share of costs out of the general revenue of 
the province (part of a provincial sales tax in British Columbia is paid into the general 
revenue fund for hospital insurance). A similar method of financing is used in Quebec, 
New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, Newfoundland, the Yukon and the Northwest 
Territories. Both British Columbia and the Northwest Territories supplement this source 
of revenue by the levy of authorized charges discussed below. Nova Scotia finances a large 
part of its program through a provincial sales tax. 


Saskatchewan, Alberta, British Columbia and the Northwest Territories include in 
their Agreement provisions for levying authorized charges directly to patients for insured 
services. In Saskatchewan, in-patients other than newborn infants are charged $2.50 per 
day for the first 30 days of in-patient care, $1.50 per day for the next 60 days and no 
further charge after 90 days of hospitalization. Moreover, for physiotherapy services 
provided on an out-patient basis, there is a charge of $1.50 for each visit. In Alberta, 
in-patients in general hospitals (other than newborn infants) are charged $5.00 for the 
first day of hospital care. For all persons admitted to auxiliary hospitals where the 
patient’s stay exceeds 120 days, there is an authorized charge of $3.00 per day for all 
days in excess thereof. British Columbia has an authorized charge of $1.00 per day for 
in-patients (excluding newborns) and out-patients pay $1.00 for cancer therapy, 
psychiatric day care or night care, psychiatric out-patient services, day care rehabilitation 
services, and $2.00 for day care surgical services, emergency services, or minor surgery. In 
the Northwest Territories, in-patients are subject to an authorized charge of $1.50 per 
day. 


(c) Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces is calculated on the basis of a 
formula contained in the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act. This formula has been 


designed in such a way as to provide a higher percentage of federal assistance to those provinces 
in which the per capita cost of hospital care is lower than the national average and to provide a 
lower percentage federal contribution to the provinces where the per capita cost exceeds the 
national average. 


The federal contribution, as set out in the Act is, for in-patient services, the aggregate in 
the year of twenty-five per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada, that is 
the national per capita cost, plus twenty-five per cent of the per capita cost of in-patient 
services in the province less the per capita amount of authorized charges, multiplied by the 
average for the year of the number of insured persons in the province, and an equivalent 
percentage contribution with respect to the cost of insured out-patient services. 


The effect of this formula is that the high-cost provinces receive a lower percentage of 
their costs from the Federal Government than do the low-cost provinces. The inclusion in the 
formula of the national per capita cost, however, acts as a deterrent to all provinces, as increases 
or decreases in provincial in-patient costs change the federal contribution directly by only 
twenty-five per cent, the remaining twenty-five per cent federal contribution being spread over 
all provinces through the national per capita. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an annual basis, provision is made in the 
Hospital Insurance Regulations for advances on account of contributions, so that the provinces 
are not required to wait for reimbursement in respect of the amount which they are required to 
pay to hospitals on a continuing basis. In order to expedite the payment of advances and, at the 
same time, provide assurance that provinces do not receive advances which would result in a 
significant amount in excess of the eligible amount to which the provinces would be entitled 
after determining the final costs and thus the final contributions by Canada, the formula for 
advances provides for a holdback of 3 per cent. The formula for the advance, therefore, differs 
from the formula for the annual contribution in that twenty-three and one-half per cent of the 
per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada is paid instead of the twenty-five per cent 
provided for in the annual contribution calculation, and the amount of the advance, unlike the 
amount of the contribution itself, is calculated on the basis of provincial payments, which may 
include payments for costs which are not shareable costs as defined under the legislation. 


Since the amount of the federal payment is calculated on a formula which includes the 
per capita cost of in-patient hospital care in Canada, studies are carried out to ensure the 
continuing accuracy of this figure. Changes in the national per capita cost are made, subject to 
the approval of Treasury Board, at varying intervals as the situation requires. The purpose of 
making periodic adjustments in the national per capita is to maintain realistic advance payments 
and to eliminate major adjustments in the calculations of the federal contribution. 


The costs which are shareable by the Federal Government are described in the federal 
legislation. The Act specifically excludes from shareable costs amounts expended on the capital 
cost of land, buildings or physical plant; on the payment of any capital debt or interest related 
to capital debt; on the payment of debt incurred prior te the coming into force of the 
Agreement or on the interest related to such prior debt; or any provision for depreciation on 
the value of land, buildings or physical plant. The term “physical plant” is defined in the 
Regulations as excluding furniture and movable equipment, or non-movable equipment 
specially required for use in a hospital. Thus, the cost or depreciation on these items of 
furniture and equipment is shareable. 


In this connection it should be noted that the capital items which are, by definition, 
excluded from shareable costs, such as the costs of matters pertaining to physical plant, are 
supported by the Federal Government in some cases through the Health Resources Fund. 


Generally speaking, shareable costs are the operating costs of the hospital which have 
been determined in accordance with recognized and generally accepted accounting principles 
and procedures, and approved by the provincial authority. The operating costs of a hospital as

defined in the Regulations, however, specifically exclude some items which, although provided 
in or in connection with the hospital, are not considered to be an integral part of the operation 
of the hospital. 


The province is required to review and approve the costs of each hospital other than 
contract hospitals and federal hospitals and the eligible approved costs form the basis of the 
federal sharing formula in respect of in-patient services. For contract and federal hospitals the 
actual provincial payments for in-patient services are included in the shareable costs. 
Out-patient costs are calculated by adding, to provincial payments to each hospital, a factor to 
cover the cost of insured out-patient services provided to uninsured residents. 


Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons in a province and outlined in 
the Agreements differ, since the method used by a province to finance the provincial share of 
costs has a direct bearing on the availability of an actual count of insured persons. In three of 
the provinces which levy premiums, Ontario, Manitoba, and Saskatchewan, insured persons are 
registered and identification certificates are provided. However, even in these circumstances the 
methods of registration differ. In Ontario and Manitoba, registration is for single persons and 
for the family head, but no actual count of the number of dependents of the family head is 
made. In order, therefore, to calculate the average number of persons in the province who are 
eligible for and entitled to insured services, a number which is required in connection with the 
federal contributions to the provinces, an estimate of the average number of dependents in 
these two provinces is made by the Dominion Statistician. In Saskatchewan, the registration 
method used by the province consists of a head count including dependents. In Alberta, persons 
are not routinely registered, but those who choose to “opt-out” must so register. 


Coverage is automatic or compulsory in most provinces. In Ontario, where persons 
employed in an undertaking having a total of 15 or more employed persons are the only 
mandatory groups, coverage is voluntary for the remaining population. In Alberta, persons may 
“opt-out” if they so desire. 


In provinces where no premiums are levied and where the provincial share of costs is paid 
out of general revenue, sales or property tax, no individual registration of insured persons is 
required and coverage is universal. Insofar as these provinces are concerned, provision was made 
in the Agreements for calculation of the number of insured persons on the basis of a population 
estimate for a given date in the year (June 1) as determined by the Dominion Statistician. 


The Hospital Insurance Regulations define “population” to mean the population of 
Canada or the province, as certified by the Dominion Statistician, and, calculated for a calendar 
year in which a census was taken, as the population of Canada or of the province as ascertained 
by the census; for other than a census year, “population” is defined as the population of 
Canada or of the province on the Ist day of June in that year according to published original 
intercensal estimates of the Dominion Statistician. 


There are certain categories of persons with respect to whom hospital services are 
provided under a statute other than the hospital insurance legislation, and who are, therefore, - 
not entitled to insured services. For the most part, these consist of members of the Armed 
Forces and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police. In addition, inmates of federal penitentiaries 
are provided with hospital services by the Federal Government. In the Dominion Statistician’s 
population estimates, therefore, the number of the members of the regular forces, members of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving terms of imprisonment in a federal 
penitentiary, amounting to some .5% of the total population, are deducted so as to provide a 
“net” population figure for the purpose of calculating the eligible population. 


Table A shows by province, the number of insured persons on March 31, 1971 as 
reported for purposes of advance payments, the advance estimate of net population as of June 
1, 1971 as provided by the Dominion Statistician and the percentage of insured persons to the

total net population at the end of the fiscal year under review. At the end of the year, the net 
population of all provinces except one was entitled to insured services. 


In Ontario, where coverage is partially voluntary, 97.7% of the net population was 
insured at the end of the year compared to 96.8% at March 31, 1970, an increase of .9%. In 
Canada as a whole, 99.2% of the net population was insured at the year end compared to 98.8% 
for the previous year. 


The net population of Canada as estimated by the Dominion Statistician (Table B) has 
increased from 19,892,449 in 1966 to 21,267,000 in 1970. However, the percentage increase 
has declined each year in this five-year period, from a growth rate of 2.3 in 1966 to arate of 
only 1.5 in 1970. 


Federal Payments 


Payments to the provinces during the year under review consisted of monthly advance 
payments on a current basis, and the payment of the final contribution based on shareable costs 
for the calendar year 1968. 


The final payments of the federal contribution for 1968 were completed in March 1971. 


Table C summarizes these payments. The advance payments to the provinces for the year 
under review amounted to $712,270,072.57 and final payments to $22,053,059.96 making a 
total of $734,323,132.53. 


Advance payments increased by 14.2% during the current year. Advance payments for 
in-patient services increased by 12.6% and for out-patient services by 40.8%. This reflects the 
broadening of out-patient services under Hospital Insurance as well as an increase in the volume 
and related costs of services previously provided as insured services. 


Table D shows the total payments, by fiscal year for the last four years, to participating 
provinces and since the inception of the hospital insurance program on July 1, 1958, totalling 
almost five billion dollars. Since the federal payments are based on provincial shareable costs, 
factors which must be considered in connection with the payments shown in this Table are the 
increase in population accompanied by a corresponding increase in the number and type of 
hospital beds which were made available to meet the needs of the increasing population and 
increasing hospital costs due, in large part, to readjustments in salaries and wages which form a 
substantial percentage of overall hospital expenditures. During the period, there has been an 
increase in the out-patient services provided to insured persons, a broadening of the benefits for 
the chronically ill and for acute psychiatric care, and cost increases due to advances made in 
medical science. The introduction of medical care has accelerated the increases in benefits 
provided on an out-patient basis. 


Table E shows the total contributions by province, by calendar year since 1966, instead 
of by fiscal year as was shown in Table D. As explained earlier, hospital insurance contributions 
are calculated on the basis of the calendar year. It will be noted that the amounts shown for 
1966 to 1968 represent both advance payments and final payments. The amounts shown for 
1969 and 1970 represent advance payments only, and the amounts shown for 1971 represent 
advance payments for the first three months of that calendar year ended March 31, 1971. 


Final Contribution for 1968 


The final contributions payable for 1968 and paid during the fiscal year under review 
were calculated on the basis of the formula set out in the Huspital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act and described in section 1(c) of this report. The per capita cost of in-patient 
services in 1968 is shown in Table F. It will be noted that the national per capita cost was 
$73.52 and that in three provinces the cost exceeds this national figure. As a result, in these 
provinces the federal contribution represented a percentage of less than 50% whereas the 
provinces in which the per capita cost was less than the national, received contributions 
exceeding 50% of their shareable costs.

Table G shows particulars of the total contribution for in-patient services in 1968. The 
contribution totalled over $523 million and does not include the contribution to the province 
of Quebec which was paid under the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act. 


Table H shows the particulars of the calculation of the federal contribution made for 
insured out-patient services in 1968. The scope of insured out-patient services, as evidenced in 
this Table, varies considerably between provinces, The federal contribution towards the cost of 
out-patient services in a province is in the same proportion as the federal contribution for 
in-patient services in that province. 


Table J shows the total contribution payable by Canada to participating provinces with 
respect to 1968, exceeding 544 million dollars. It will be recalled, however, that advances had 
been made to the provinces in an amount exceeding 522 million dollars so that the final 
payment for 1968 was approximately 22 million dollars. 


Table K sets out the details of the cost of in-patient services in 1968 in each of the 
provinces. It will be noted that the provincial costs shown on the last line of this table are the 
final in-patient costs reported in Table F. This table shows the amount included or deducted in 
computing the in-patient costs. 


The provincial payments to federally-owned hospitals are shown in section 2 of Table K. 
These are payments for insured in-patient services rendered to insured persons in hospitals 
operated by the Departments of Veterans Affairs, National Defence and National Health and 
Welfare. 


When insured services are furnished to a person in respect of an injury or disability, where 
such person is legally entitled to recover the cost of such services from some other person by 
way of damages, the hospital account is paid by the provincial authority, and action is taken to 
recover the cost from the responsible third party. The amounts so recovered in respect of 
insured in-patient services are shown in section 5 of Table K. 


Comparative Data 


It has been explained previously that essential parts of the formula for the payment of 
contributions to the provinces are the per capita cost of in-patient services in the provinces, and 
the per capita cost of in-patient services in Canada. For the final calculation of the federal 
contribution, these per capita costs are based on actual shareable costs as defined in the 
Hospital Insurance Regulations. In making comparisons with the amounts of the final 
contributions as set out in earlier reports to Parliment, it should be remembered that, for the 
calendar year 1959, only seven provinces participated in the joint program for the whole of the 
calendar year, Nova Scotia and Ontario having commenced on January 1, 1959. Insofar as the 
calendar year 1958 was concerned, only the original five provinces were participating 
(Newfoundland, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia) and these joint 
programs only commenced on July Ist of that year. Commencing January 1, 1965, the method 
of payment to the province of Quebec was subject to a special agreement made under the terms 
of the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act so that while the shareable costs in 
Quebec were determined in the same manner as for the other provinces, the resulting 
contribution was not made under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, but was 
included in calculating the adjustment made by the Department of Finance. 


Table L shows the per capita cost of in-patient services and the percentage increase of 
these per capita costs over the previous year, by province, for the calendar years from 1964 to 
1968 inclusive. The per capita costs shown for 1968 are based without exception on the 
shareable in-patient costs in all provinces, and show a national per capita cost of $73.52. This 
represents and increase of 17.7% over the national per capita cost for 1967 which was $62.47. 
This cost, in turn, represented an increase of 13.2% over the per capita cost for 1966 which was 
$55.19. 


Table M shows the final cost of in-patient services for the calendar years from 1964 to 
1968 inclusive, by province, and it also shows the percentage increase over the previous year for 
each cost figure. The amounts shown for the calendar year 1968 were, in all instances, the 
actual shareable costs as defined in the Hospital Insurance Regulations and the total amount of 
more than $1,516 million represents an increase of 19.7% over the final cost for 1967. The final 
cost for 1967, which amounted to some $1,267 million, was 15.4% more than the final cost in 
1966. 


Advisory Committee on Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 


The Advisory Committee held two meetings during the year under review, one on May 26 and 
27 and the other on November 16 and 17, 1970. 


At the Twenty-First Meeting of the Advisory Committee held at Hopital Notre-Dame, Montreal 
in May 1970, various reports were presented on such subjects as the Committee on Cost of Health 
Services, National Seminar for Directors of Nursing, evaluation of the Quarterly Hospital Information 
System and the Symposium on computer applications in the health field. On the question of the 
inclusion of hostel services under the Hospital Insurance Program, all provincial representatives agreed 
that this matter should be explored. It was also recommended that a review be made to look at cost 
savings in existing programs and in alternative methods of delivering health care services in the future. 


At the Twenty-Second Meeting of the Advisory Committee held in Ottawa in November 1970, 
the members approved three resolutions dealing with financial incentives, hostel operating 
expenditures, and standardization of rates for in-patient and out-patient services. Other subjects were 
discussed such as portability of retirement benefit plans, listing of private facilities for diagnostic 
services, and the United States proposal for payment of hospital and medical services provided in 
Canadian hospitals for U.S. border residents under U.S. Medicare. 


The Sub-Committees on Quality of Care and Research, and Finance, met during the year as did 
the working parties on insurance in hospitals, capital and maintenance costs, Quarterly Hospital 
Information System, Hospital Terminology and Job Titles, to study the Department of Dietetics, 
evaluation of laboratory equipment, nursing service staffing and to review the recommendations of 
the National Symposium on Computer Applications in the health field. 


Federal-provincial meetings were held by the consultants in nursing, pharmacy, and dietetics, 
during the year under review. 


Activities of the Directorate of Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 


(a) Administration 


The administrative responsibilities related to the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 

Services Program may be summarized as follows: 

1) the assessment and calculation of shareable costs and the processing of advance and final 
payments to the provinces under the Act; 

2) the preparation of amendments to the federal-provincial Hospital Insurance agreements as 
required; 

3) the assessment of hospitals to determine their eligibility under the Act; 

4) the production of information material, such as reports and manuals, for use by 
governments and other agencies; 

5) the evaluation of provincial hospital insurance plans in relation to national needs, and the 
provision of advice to the provinces on the development of their hospital insurance plans; 

6) the continuing evaluation, analysis, and development of the federal program to meet 
changing conditions and priorities; 
and 

7) _ the processing of claims submitted under the Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund.

(b) Consultative Services 


(c) 


One of the major responsibilities of the Directorate has been to assist the provinces in 
improving the standards of care and efficiency of the hospitals in Canada. To this end, the 
Directorate has continued to make available the services of consultants in Hospital 
Administration, Medical Administration, Hospital Accounting, Nursing and Dietetics and they 
have assisted in improving the delivery, quality and efficiency of hospital care services as part of 
the total health care delivery system. The consultants’ services are available to Federal 
departments, the Provinces and, at their request, to individual hospitals and to other health 
agencies. 


During the year, the consultants carried out studies on a multi-disciplinary team basis in a 
number of Canadian hospitals with particular reference to the improvement of patient care 
services and efficiency by making more effective utilization of hospital personnel. The 
consultants also continued to carry out a variety of individual consultative assignments in their 
respective professional areas of activity. They have worked very closely with the directors of 
hospital insurance programs in the Provinces, providing leadership in developing new 
operational methods and assisting hospital personnel in implementing these methods. 


All of the consultants were members of Working Parties established as a result of the 
recommendations arising from the Task Force Reports on the Cost of Health Services in 
Canada. They were also involved in the operational implementation of the Task Force 
recommendations as part of their on-going consultative activity, 


The consultants have chaired and participated in national committees, Federal-Provincial 
Consultants meetings and working parties, and have given leadership in their respective fields 
through taking part in conventions, by giving major addresses, by conducting seminars and 
educational workshops and in lecturing at various universities and to health associations. 


There is good liaison between the consultants and the research members of the 
Directorate in order to maintain a close relationship between the development of applied 
research projects and the current operating needs of hospitals. 


Hospital Services Study Unit 


The interests of the Department of National Health and Welfare in: 
A. establishing the feasibility of instituting a life time individual health numbering 
system for Canadians; 
B. delineating the resources required to establish a universal identification system for 
health purposes 
have been furthered by the demonstration project to assign a Social Insurance Number to all 
residents of the Province of Prince Edward Island. One hundred and eight thousand residents 
were registered, of which 46,000 carried existing Social Insurance numbers and 62,000 were 
new applications. Registration costs for this demonstration project were less than $1.00 per 
capita. It has been concluded that the methodology is fundamentally sound. A number of 
indications for potential improvements have also been suggested by the project. 


Resolutions arising from the National Symposium on Computer Applications in the Health 
Field were studied and recommendations were made upon them. Briefly, the resolutions which 
were considered were proposals: 
— to set up an information and abstracting service; 
— to collect and disseminate data on all health computer projects in Canada; 
— to form an interdisciplinary computer project evaluation group; 
— to convene a meeting of all health educational bodies to propose inclusion of 
communication and information science courses in health science curricula, and; 
— to form a national committee to establish computer application priorities in the 
health field. 
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Two projects involving nurse practitioners performing in extension of physicians’ services 
were launched. 


The First National Conference on Research in Nursing Practice was held in Ottawa in 
February 1971. The Nursing Research Consultant of the Unit participated in this conference. 


The two consultants of the Unit have been active in providing consultation services upon 
request, for proposed and/or on-going applied research projects, as well as encouraging and 
supporting the development of research into areas of high priority. 


(d) Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund 


The Hospital Insurance Supplementary Fund was established in 1966-67 for the payment 
of hospital insurance claims for residents of Canada who, through no fault of their own, ceased 
to be eligible for and entitled to insured services under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Act. Disbursements under this Fund were as follows:

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PART Ii — HOSPITAL STATISTICS 


This part of the report describes and analyzes the operations of hospitals, and reviews the other 
facilities, listed in hospital insurance Agreements under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
Act. Mental hospitals, tuberculosis sanatoria, and institutions primarily providing custodial or domiciliary 
care are specifically excluded from cost sharing arrangements under the terms of the Act and their services 
are not included here. 


All hospitals listed in hospital insurance Agreements (hereafter referred to as “listed hospitals’) are 
required to submit annual reports to the provincial hospital authorities who forward them after edit to the 
Department of National Health and Welfare for tabulation. Most of the material which follows is derived 
from this source, supplemented as necessary with data supplied by the provincial plans. 


The content of the reporting form was revised for the year 1969 to reflect the changes which have 
occurred in recent years in many aspects of hospital operation. As a result of the amendment in the 
reporting form, considerable information has become available for the first time which is not only of 
immediate interest, but which will be a basis for trend analyses as the experience of future years unfolds. 
On the other hand, the restructuring of the reporting form has resulted in some impairment of the 
direct comparability between data for 1969 and earlier years. Much more new material is available in 
addition to that included here, and increasing emphasis will be placed on these new statistics in future 
reports as comparative data are built up. 


The focus of this report is the calendar year 1969 but some historical comparisons are also provided. 
The year 1961 is mainly used for comparative purposes, being the first year in which all the provinces and 
territories participated in the program. Appendix tabulations (noted in parentheses) are provided to furnish 
greater detail than can conveniently be included in the text tables. Many appendix tables also show data for 
additional years, 


1. _ Hospitals and Other Facilities 
(a) Number of hospitals, facilities and beds 


Hospital insurance agreements listed 1,277 hospitals and 72 other facilities in Canada at 
December 31, 1969. In addition there were three listed hospitals located in the United States 
close to the Canadian border, but these were disregarded in the compilation of this report.

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Table 1 shows the number of listed hospitals and other facilities in Canada for each year 
since 1961. The number of other facilities has almost tripled during this period whereas the 
number of listed hospitals has declined slightly. 


Of the 1,277 listed hospitals, 18 did not report on any of their activities but these were 
mainly small hospitals providing a relatively limited volume of in-patient care. The services 
provided by these hospitals would not influence the national totals to any significant extent 
and their omission may be disregarded for practical purposes. Due to differences in the organi- 
zation of financing and range of services provided by individual hospitals, not all hospitals are 
included in every report of specific activities. 


The 72 other facilities listed in 1969 included clinics, medical centres, laboratories, 
radiological facilities, Red Cross blood depots, and a diagnostic and research institute. 


At December 31, 1969 there were 145,153 beds set up in the 1,259 listed hospitals that 
reported, which represents and increase of 19.9 per cent over the total for 1961, see Table 2. 
The increase primarily reflects a response to population growth as the number of beds per 
thousand population rose only by 0.3 since 1961 which amounts to a percentage increase of 4.5 
per cent. The ratio of beds per thousand population continues to differ among the provinces 
although the range of variance is less than in 1961(A1).

It should be noted that most rates appearing in this report are expressed in terms of “per 
thousand population”. This measure relates to the total population whether insured or not. In 
some instances, however, it seems more appropriate to express rates in terms of “per thousand 
insured persons” and in these cases only insured persons are included in the denominator when 
the rate is calculated. A table showing total, net, and insured population appears in the 
appendix (A2). 


(b) Number of hospitals and beds by status 


Listed hospitals are grouped into three categories in the federal-provincial Agreements 
consisting of: (1) Budget review hospitals whose budgets are subject to review by the provincial 
hospital authority; (2) Contract hospitals which are private institutions providing insured 
services under contract with the provincial hospital authority; and (3) Federal hospitals which 
are owned by the Government of Canada and operated by the Departments of National 
Defence, Veterans Affairs and National Health and Welfare. 


The number of beds in budget review hospitals increased by 28.2 per cent from 1961 to 
1969. These hospitals now contain 91 per cent of the beds in all reporting hospitals as shown in 
Table 3. By contrast, the number of beds in contract and federal hospitals has declined 
significantly during this period. The distribution of hospitals and beds by status varies among 
the provinces but budget review hospitals predominate throughout Canada except in the 
Territories (A3, A4).

(c) Number of beds by type of unit 


An approximate indication of the use of hospital beds is given by Table 4 which shows 
their distribution according to the type of unit to which they are assigned by the hospitals. The 
distribution of beds by unit may not exactly reflect their use because some smaller hospitals do 
not differentiate beds by use but classify all beds as “general”. Furthermore, patients under 
treatment for chronic conditions may occupy acute care beds or vice versa. An appendix 
tabulation presents the 1969 data in greater detail (A5).

There has been an increase in all types of beds except obstetrical beds in the period 
1961-1969. In absolute terms, the greatest growth was in beds for medical-surgical and other 
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(d) 


short-term care which increased by 13,788. In percentage terms, the most rapid growth was in 
chronic, convalescent and other long-term care beds which increased by 37.4 per cent. 


It may be seen that budget review hospitals are predominantly acute care institutions 
with about 84 per cent of their beds allocated to short-term care units. Contract hospitals by 
contrast have nearly three-quarters of their beds assigned to chronic, convalescent and other 
long-term care. Federal hospital beds are assigned approximately 60 per cent to short-term care 
and 40 per cent to chronic, convalescent and other long-term care, but this distribution includes 
some beds for custodial and mental health care. 


Tabulations of budget review hospital beds by province (A6, A7) show that they are 
almost entirely assigned to short-term units in Nova Scotia and the Territories. By contrast, 
Alberta has 20.4 per cent assigned to long-term units, followed by Quebec, Manitoba and 
Ontario with 18.4, 17.1, and 16.9 per cent respectively. 


About 94 per cent of all contract hospital beds are located in Quebec and Ontario, and 
over three-quarters of these are assigned to long-term care (A8). All contract hospital beds in 
other provinces are assigned to short-term care. 


Beds in federal hospitals are located in all provinces except Newfoundland and Prince 
Edward Island but are mainly in Quebec, Ontario and British Columbia. An appendix 
tabulation shows their distribution by type of unit (A9). 


A comparison of all listed hospital beds by type per thousand population in each province 
appears in Figure 1. 


Number of beds by size of general hospital 


The size of a hospital, expressed as its rated bed capacity, is determined by the provincial 
authorities using either federal or provincial standards in relation to the free floor area within 
each room which is usable for bed accommodation. The number of beds set up in a hospital is 
determined by a count of beds actually available or accommodation of in-patients at December 
31 and this may deviate from the rated capacity, depending upon local circumstances. 


This subsection deals only with beds in budget review general hospitals. It will be seen 
from Table 5 that reporting hospitals of this type had 114,018 beds in 1969, which was 79 per 
cent of all listed hospital beds. 


Note that for 1969, teaching hospitals are tabulated as a separate group regardless of size, 
but as most teaching hospitals are large institutions, they may be regarded as a component of 
the category of hospitals with 500 beds or more. A teaching hospital for the purpose of this 
report is defined as a hospital which provides a full range of undergraduate programs to medical 
students and which is listed accordingly by the Association of Canadian Medical Colleges. The 
majority of teaching hospitals are located in Quebec and Ontario (A10). In addition to the 
teaching hospitals shown above there are two specialty hospitals which are classified as teaching 
hospitals. 


The number of beds in small hospitals (with less than 50 beds) has declined absolutely in 
the period 1961 to 1969. Also the number of beds in hospitals with less than 200 beds has 
declined relatively in the same period. In 1961 these hospitals contained 44.4 per cent of 
budget review general hospital beds but only 34.8 per cent in 1969. 


The change in distribution of beds set up illustrates the trend toward larger-sized 
institutions within the hospital system which has paralleled the increasing urbanization of 
Canada’s population. The total increase in the groups exceeding 200 beds has been about 50 per 
cent in both the number of hospitals and the number of beds, with the bulk of the increase in 
beds arising in the largest hospitals including teaching hospitals.

The increase in the number of large institutions stems from three sources: hospital 
mergers; the construction of new large hospitals; and the enlargement cf existing institutions. 
Hospital construction and expansion were promoted by assistance under the Hospital 
Construction Grant Program in the period 1948 to 1970, and, since 1967, under the Health 
Resources Fund Act. 


Larger active treatment hospitals are generally better equipped and staffed with more 
highly trained personnel and provide a more complex type of patient care. This level of service 
is more costly than care in smaller institutions with fewer resources; indeed analyses of hospital 
per diem costs have consistently shown higher costs in larger institutions. One result of the 
trend to larger hospitals has therefore been an increase in the average per diem cost of hospital 
care. 


Hospital size reflects population distribution among other factors. Although the national 
pattern of hospital size is not found in those provinces with proportionately larger rural 
populations, there is generally a tendency toward larger hospitals throughout the country (A11, 
A12). 


2. Hospital Services 
(a) In-patient services 


(i) Admissions and separations (adults and children) 


There were almost 3.4 million admissions of adults and children to reporting 
hospitals in 1969, This represents a continuation of the upward trend in the absolute 
number of admissions which has prevailed for some years. 


The number of admissions was up 1.8 per cent over the previous year. About 1.5 
per cent could be attributed to population growth, the remainder represented a small 
increase in per capita utilization. 
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(ii) 


It may be seen from the appendix tabulation (A13) that the number of admissions 
per thousand population increased in almost all provinces in 1969. The increase in some 
provinces was quite pronounced. The low increase in the national per capita rate reflects a 
Significant decrease in the province of Quebec. This appears to be the effect of a 
withdrawal of services by radiologists in Quebec between August and November 1969. 
Short-term care hospitals in the major cities of Montreal and Quebec were unable to 
sustain their regular workload during this period. 


The number of separations closely paralleled the number of admissions. 
Separations, which include both discharges and deaths of in-patients, have overall been 
slightly below the number of admissions during the past several years (A14). This 
imbalance arises from the growth in bed capacity of listed hospitals which permits a larger 
average daily census of in-patients to be maintained, 


Days of care (adults and children) 


This report contains two measures of the utilization of hospital services by adults 
and children. 


The first measure, the specific rate for insured in-province hospital care, is based 
upon the number of days of insured in-patient care received by patients from hospitals of 
their province of residence. The number of insured care days is divided by the number of 
insured persons in thousands. This measure which excludes insured care received from 
out-of-province hospitals understates the total amount of in-patient services provided to 
the insured population. Nevertheless it provides a reasonable indication of hospital 
utilization trends within a province during a period of time, although inter-provincial 
comparisons are not valid. 


The number of insured patient days increased by 1.2 per cent in 1969 relative to 
1968 but this was less than population growth and as a result insured days per thousand 
insured population declined slightly from 1,918 to 1,912 days (A15, A16). 


The second measure, the general rate of hospital utilization, includes all patient 
days, whether insured or not, provided by listed hospitals. This measures includes care 
provided to residents of other provinces and other countries but care obtained by 
Canadian residents outside Canada is excluded. The rates are calculated in relation to the 
total provincial population. 


The number of patient days per thousand population was 1,952 in 1961. The rate 
then rose to about 2,000 and was relatively stable for several years at this level prior to 
1968 when it rose to 2,039. In 1969 it declined slightly to 2,032 (A17), 


A divergence of patient days per thousand population continues among the 
provinces with rates ranging from 1,600 in Newfoundland to 2,514 in Alberta. There is a 
high positive correlation between the general rate of utilization and the ratio of beds to 
population. For example, Alberta and Saskatchewan which ranked first and second in bed 
supply per 1,000 population among the provinces also ranked first and Second in patient 
days per 1,000 population. Similarly, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland ranked 9 
and 10 respectively in bed supply as well as in patient days per 1,000 population (A1, 
A20). 


Table 6 shows the number of patient days in 1961 and 1969, distributed according 
to responsibility for payment. Additional tabulations are included in the appendix (A17, 
A18, A19). Provincial plan days comprising almost 93 per cent of total days in 1969, 
include only insured services received from hospitals within the patient’s province of 
residence. Days charged directly to patients because the hospital stay was not approved 
by the plan appear under Jnsured residents care not responsibility of provincial plan. \t 
will be seen that unapproved days in 1969 were more than double the 196] total 
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although they have tended to decline in recent years. Under Uninsured residents of 
province are days charged directly to residents of the province in which the hospital is 
situated, being services to residents who are not insured under that province’s plan. 
Out-of-province care, whether insured or not, is shown under Non-residents of province. 
This category also includes services for residents of other countries. The categories 
Workmen’s Compensation Board and Government of Canada include all patient days 
charged by the hospitals to these agencies regardless of the patient’s residence or 
insurance status. Figure 2 compares the percentage distribution of patient days in 1961 
and 1969 by responsibility for payment.

The number of days which were the responsibility of the provincial plans increased 
more rapidly between 1961 and 1969 than total patient days. Provincial plans days 
increased by about 8.5 million, whereas total patient days increased by 7.2 million. This 
difference, in part, reflects the increasing percentage of the population insured in 1969 
compared to 1961. In 1961 over 350,000 eligible persons in provinces with a premium 
system were not insured but in 1969 the total was less than one-half of this number (A2). 
Nationally, in 1969, 92.8 per cent of all patients days represented insured care provided 
by the plans within the province. In addition the plans covered some portion of the 1.6 
per cent of total patient days provided to non-residents representing insured care received 
from hospitals outside the province. There were some variations among provinces but the 
plans covered over 90 per cent of patient days throughout Canada except in the 
territories. 


Budget review hospitals accounted for 91 per cent of all patient days in 1969; 
contract hospitals for about four per cent; and federal hospitals for five per cent (A20). 
The proportion provided by budget review hospitals continues to increase slightly from 
year to year as contract and federal hospitals jointly provide a declining proportion of all 
patient days.

About 70 per cent of total patient days continued to be provided in standard ward 
accommodation and 30 per cent in private and semi-private rooms. This ratio has changed 
little since 1961. Budget review hospitals provided about 70 per cent of their patient days 
in standard ward accommodation. Contract hospitals, on the other hand, provided over 
half their patient days in private and semi-private rooms. Federal hospitals reported 100 
per cent of their patients days in standard wards. On a provincial basis, the percentage of 
patient days in standard wards of budget review hospitals ranged from 59.2 per cent in 
Quebec to 90.6 per cent in Saskatchewan and 100 per cent in the Territories (A21, A22). 


Length of stay (adults and children) 


The average length of stay referred to in this subsection is calculated by dividing the 
number of persons separated form hospitals during the year into the number of days they 
spent in hospital since admission. 


The average length of stay in all hospitals was 12.4 days in 1969. This level has been 
virtually constant since 1963 (A23). 


The length of stay calculated for all budget review hospitals rose slightly as a result 
of the increased length of stay in chronic care hospitals. The length of stay also increased 
in contract and federal hospitals. 


Among provinces the length of stay in all hospitals varied from 14.0 days in Quebec 
to 9.8 days in Prince Edward Island and was even shorter in the Territories (A24). This 
variation does not necessarily mean that comparable in-hospital treatment involved a 
longer stay in some provinces than others. Many other factors contributed to this 
situation, for example: the substitution of other forms of treatment e.g. out-patient 
services; differences in the age/sex composition of population; differences in population 
density and distribution; and availability of long-term care beds. 


If budget review general hospitals are considered separately, there is a noticeable 
difference in the length of stay between the four western provinces on the one hand and 
the central and Atlantic provinces on the other (A25). This pattern has existed for some 
years. 


The national average length of stay increased with the size of budget review general 
hospitals in 1969, ranging from 7.4 days in hospitals having a capacity of fewer than 25 
beds, up to 12.1 days in teaching hospitals (A26). This pattern also tended to prevail on a 
provincial basis, although it was not completely applicable in all provinces. The more 
extended stay in larger hospitals is partly attributable to the fact that these hospitals 
usually have facilities for treatment of more complex conditions which tend to require a 
longer hospital stay. 


Percentage occupancy 


Occupancy is a measure of the degree of utilization of available beds during the 
year. It is the ratio of the average daily patient census to the number of available beds 
expressed as a percentage. 


The occupancy calculated for all budget review hospitals was 81.0 per cent in 1969. 
It has tended to fluctuate around this level for most of the 1960’s (A27). 


In budget review general hospitals, occupancy was 79.4 per cent. The level varied 
from province to province and ranged from 71.8 per cent to 85.6 per cent in the 
neighboring provinces of Alberta and British Columbia respectively (A28). 


Chronic and convalescent hospitals generally have a higher rate of occupancy than 
budget review general hospitals, although some exceptions can be noted among the 
provinces (A28).

In budget review general hospitals, the occupancy rate has tended to change more 
over the years in some provinces than in others (A29). Occupancy tends to increase with 
hospital size. Hospitals with fewer than 25 beds had a national occupancy rate of 60.9 per 
cent while the rate for teaching hospitals was 84.4 per cent (A30). This pattern also 
tended to appear provincially, although, as might be expected, there were some 
exceptions. A number of reasons might be suggested for the higher occupancy rate in 
larger hospitals. Larger hospitals offer a more comprehensive range of service and draw 
patients from outlying as well as adjacent communities. Waiting lists for certain services 
exist at some larger hospitals, reflecting, in part, patient preference for treatment at larger 
institutions. In addition, patients in the larger hospitals have a longer average length of 
Stay, consequently the bed turnover rate is lower. This means that potential delays 
between the discharge of one patient and the admission of the next occur less frequently. 


Bed turnover 


Bed turnover rates indicate the average number of patients admitted per bed each 
year. They are obtained by dividing the number of beds set up into the number of 
admissions of the hospital. The average for Canada was 28.1 admissions per budget review 
general hospital bed in 1969, 1.5 per budget review chronic hospital bed and 6.9 per 
budget review convalescent hospital bed (A31). Among budget review general hospitals 
there were pronounced differences in some provinces with rates ranging from 19.3 to 
32.5 (A32). It must be kept in mind that several factors can influence these rates. For 
example some general hospitals have wards or wings providing long-term care. Another 
factor is the method of handling one day stay cases. Some provinces regard these as 
in-patient services whereas other provinces may regard all or some as out-patient services. 


Bed turnover interval 


The bed turnover (or vacancy) interval is a measure of the average number of days 
that beds are vacant following the separation of one patient until the admission of the 
next. It is calculated by dividing the number of admissions into the number of 
unoccupied bed days. The statistic can be visualized easily, and if it is considered in 
conjunction with the average length of stay, it is more meaningful than percentages as a 
basis of first comparisons. It is, of course, influenced by the inclusion or exclusion of 
single day stays among other factors. 


For budget review hospitals in 1969, the interval was 2.7, 11.9, and 8.2 days for 
general, chronic and convalescent hospitals respectively (A33). 


There was a fairly wide variation among the provinces in respect to budget review 
general hospitals by bed capacity (A34). Disregarding hospitals with fewer than 25 beds 
the interval ranged from 0.4 days to 5.1 days (excluding the territories), 


Newborn care 


Information concerning hospital care for newborns has not been included in the 
previous subjections. 


The number of newborn separations increased by 1.4 per cent in 1969 relative to 
1968. This marks the reversal of a decline in the number of separations which has 
prevailed in Canada since 1962 (A35). 


The average length of stay declined to 6.6 days which represents its lower level 
since 1962. The average length of stay continues to vary among the provinces ranging 
from 5.7 days in New Brunswick to 7.3 days in Alberta (A36).

Out-patient services 

Minimum standards of in-patient care are laid down in the Act as a condition for cost 
sharing. The range of in-patient services covered by the various provincial plans has 
consequently been relatively uniform throughout the country and throughout the decade. The 
coverage of out-patient services on the other hand is optional, and provinces are free to 
determine what range of services, if any, they may choose to provide. As a result, initial 
out-patient coverage under the hospital insurance program varied widely from province to 
province. 

In recent years, however, there has been a tendency for virtually all provinces to extend 
the range of their insured out-patient services and most provinces now cover a fairly 
comprehensive range of services on an out-patient basis. In addition to this extension of 
coverage there has also been a tendency for out-patient service volumes to expand rapidly. 
These two trends have produced a sharp increase in the cost of out-patient care. The cost in 
1961 was almost $6.5 million. Final costs for 1969 have not yet been determined but it is likely 
that they will be in the region of $98 million as shown in Figure 3.

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(Preliminary) 


Among many probable reasons for the increase in range and quantity of out-patient 
services are two major factors; public demand and hospital operating economy. Public demand 
reflects growing acceptance of the hospital function as a provider of out-patient services. 
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Increasing transience of the urban population no doubt contributes to this situation by 
impeding the development of traditional physician-patient relationships. The public appears to 
appreciate the availability of service on a 24-hour daily basis backed by comprehensive 
diagnostic facilities and trained personnel, and is using out-patient services more frequently. 
Hospital operating economies are also being achieved through the provision of services on an 
out-patient basis which would otherwise require the occupancy of hospital beds. 


Comparable statistics for out-patient services in 1961 and 1969 are not available, but in 
view of the probable fifteen-fold cost increase previously mentioned, it is certain that the 
greater out-patient service volume has added significantly to the work loads of hospital 
personnel, particularly those providing nursing, laboratory, radiology, physiotherapy, occu- 
pational therapy and other out-patient services. 


Medical care programs under the Medical Care Act have now been established in all 
provinces. The provinces, at their option, may share the cost of diagnostic services under the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, under the Medical Care Act, or under both 
Acts. Under the latter option the cost of individual services is only shared once under one Act 
or the other. No significant shift of diagnostic services from hospital insurance to medical care 
insurance has yet been noted. 


Hospital Patients 


The information contained in this section is gathered by the Department of National Health 


and Welfare from the provincial hospital authorities. The co-operation of the provinces in preparing 
this material and making it available is a positive contribution toward an understanding of the 
function of the Canadian hospital system. 


There are a few minor differences among the provinces in their handling of data on patients and 


Services for statistical purposes, but these variations are unlikely to have any practical adverse effect 
upon the quality of the reporting.

Utilization by age and sex 


The pattern of hospital utilization for the population by age group can be stated simply. 
It is high during the initial years of life, falls sharply through childhood and the early teen 
years, and then rises continuously with ensuing years to reach a peak in old age. This pattern 
applies equally to separations (and consequently admissions), days since admission and length 
of stay. 


In 1969 there was no significant shift in utilization rates by age group from the pattern of 
preceding years except that the average length of stay was slightly shorter for most ages (A37). 
A similar comment applies to utilization rates by age and sex (A38). 


Utilization by length of stay intervals 


A tabulation of separations and patient days since admission by duration of stay is not 
yet available for 1969, however this will be published later and may be obtained on request. 


Utilization by diagnoses 

Commencing in 1969, the hospitals adopted a revised diagnostic coding classification, the 
Eighth Revision, International Classification of Diseases, Adapted for Use in the United States, 
(U.S. P.H.S. Publication No. 1693), As a result of this change, the morbidity tabulation for 
1969 is not comparable with data of earlier years. Separations, patient days since admission, 
rates per thousand population, and average length of stay by broad diagnostic categories for 
Canada excluding the Northwest Territories appear in the appendix (A39). Tabulations showing 
morbidity data in greater detail will be available on request in a separate report to be published 
later.

Operating Expenditures of Budget Review Hospitals 


(a) 


Total, per capita, and per patient-day expenditures 


The expenditures outlined in this section relate only to budget review hospitals, as other 
hospitals are not required to report financial data.. Budget review hospitals in 1969, as 
mentioned previously, accounted for over 90 per cent of all patient days provided by listed 
hospitals. The trends in budget review hospital expenditures are therefore representative of the 
trends in the total expenditures of all listed hospitals. 


The operating (or revenue fund) expenditures of budget review hospitals are greater than 
the cost of insured services, Revenue fund expenditures include the cost of providing 
uninsured care. They also include items specifically excluded from cost-sharing under the Act 
and Regulations such as interest on capital debt-and depreciation on land, buildings and major 
equipment. This section analyses the revenue fund expenditures of budget review hospitals as a 
proxy for the cost of insured care in all listed hospitals because the latter cannot be broken 
down readily into its various components. 


The revenue fund expenditures of budget review hospitals amounted to almost $1,964 
million in 1969 (A40), representing an increase of 14.0 per cent over the 1968 total. This 
annual increase is noteworthy in two respects. It is not only the lowest percentage increase 
since 1966, but it also marks the reversal of a well established trend. For the five year period 
ending in 1968, annual percentage increases had been higher each year, but in 1969 this trend 
was reversed. The rate of escalation dropped from 16.5 per cent in 1968 to 14.0 per cent in 
1969. In financial terms this decline of 2.5 per cent in the rate of increase represents a saving in 
relation to the established trend of over $43 million. It is not possible at this time to provide a 
detailed explanation of this reversal, but it would appear that the attention focussed on health 
care expenditures by the Committee on the Costs of Health Services has motivated many 
interested organizations and persons to become more conscious of the cost problems of health 
care in general and hospital care in particular. 


Expenditures increased in all provinces in 1969 compared to 1968 but the rate of increase 
was greater in some provinces than in others, ranging from 6.5 per cent in Newfoundland to 16.8 
per cent in British Columbia (reflecting in part that province’s rapid population growth). The 
increase of expenditures on an annual basis can be influenced by many factors including the 
establishment of new facilities, retroactive wage and salary increases, or the introduction of new 
cost control techniques. The average annual rate of change for the period 1961 to 1969 gives a 
better indication of trend. During this period expenditures in virtually all provinces increased 
by ten to fifteen per cent annually. One may more fully appreciate the magnitude of this . 
exponential rate of growth by noting that expenditures double every five years with a fifteen 
per cent growth rate, every 7-1/2 years with a ten per cent growth rate. 


Factors contributing to the increasing cost of hospital care are sufficiently interrelated 
that they cannot be readily isolated. No attempt is made here to evaluate individual 
determinants of cost changes but it may be noted that they can be grouped into four broad 
categories: (a) population changes; (b) price level changes; (c) changes in per capita utilization 
of hospital services; and (d) changes in hospital inputs required to produce each unit of service. 
The first two factors are external to the hospital system and therefore beyond the control of 
hospital management, but the latter two are at least partially within the control of physicians, 
hospital administrators and other hospital personnel. 


Table 7 indicates that revenue fund expenditures increased by 182 per cent, over the 
period 1961 to 1969. The effect of population change is largely eliminated by expressing 
expenditures in per capita terms. On this basis the increase was 144 per cent (A41). Changes in 
per capita utilization can additionally be eliminated by expressing expenditures per patient-day. 
On this basis the increase was 120 per cent (A42). This residual is therefore an approximation 
of the effect of rising price levels and of the need for increased hospital inputs per patient-day 
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of service. The purchasing power of the dollar as measured by the reciprocal of the Consumer 
Price Index declined by about 20 per cent from 1961 to 1969. Assuming that this rate of 
erosion applied also to hospital expenditures, the cost per patient-day in 1969 would have been 
about $40.54 in 1961 constant dollars. The remainder or about $17.50 per day in 1961 terms 
represents improved and increased inputs per patient-day of service.

A patient-day of care in 1961 was not the equivalent of a patient-day of care in 1969 
however. There have been extensive changes in the types and intensity of care during this 
period and the requirement for increased and improved inputs per patient-day under these 
dynamic conditions must be kept in mind. 


It should be emphasized that the foregoing paragraph is not intended to be an analysis of 
hospital cost increases. A detailed analysis would have regard to many other variables, for 
example the age-sex, rural-urban and the regional distributions of the population as well as the 
increased scope of hospital programs (out-patient, rehabilitation, home care, educational 
services, etc.), 


Expenditures by type of account 


Over seventy per cent of the revenue fund expenditures of all budget review hospitals in 
Canada in 1969 represented payments for salaries and wages. This is a higher percentage than in 
previous years, reflecting, inter alia, the inclusion of a greater proportion of medical staff 
remuneration, some of which was formerly included in “other expense”’. 


Table 8 indicates changes in the percentage distribution of total expenditures compared 
to 1961. In 1969 salaries and wages comprised a larger percentage of the total; medical and 
surgical supplies required almost the same percentage; while drugs, raw food and other expenses 
(fuel, electricity, depreciation, interest paid, etc.) declined in percentage terms (A43, A44). 
Figure 4 illustrates these changes in absolute terms. 


Among the provinces there were considerable differences in the distribution of 
expenditures. For example, wages and salaries in Quebec accounted for nearly 75 per cent of 
total expense, but in Newfoundland for less than 60 per cent. 


The cost of medical staff remuneration was over $81 million or 5.9 per cent of total gross 
salaries, wages and remuneration. Payments to interns, residents and students were over $51 
million or 3.7 per cent. Other salaries and wages amounted to $1,250 million or 90.4 per cent 
(A45, A46).

Expenditures per patient-day have also been tabulated (A47). A number of differences 
may be noted among the provinces but these are not reviewed in this report. 
(c) Expenditures by type of service 
Expenditures, excluding medical and surgical supplies and drugs, are tabulated by broad 
service categories. For Canada as a whole, 41.5 per cent is represented by general services 
(general administration, dietary, laundry, linen, housekeeping, plant operation etc.). Nursing 
Services constitute 36.1 per cent; special services (laboratory, radiology, pharmacy, organized 
out-patient departments, etc.) 16.8 per cent; and educational services 5.6 per cent (A48, A49). 
5. Hospital Personnel 


Number of personnel by type 


Salaries and wages continued to constitute an increasing segment of budget review 
hospital expenditures in 1969. It is consequently not Surprising to find that the number of 
hospital personnel has increased in the period 1961-1969, not only absolutely, but also relative 
to population and to the days of care provided by hospitals. 


Table 9 shows that the number of full-time personnel in reporting hospitals increased by 
44.2 per cent over the period 1961 to 1969. For part-time personnel the increase was 104.4 
per cent. In terms of full-time staff equivalents, when two part-time personnel are taken to 
represent one full-time equivalent, the increase was 47.3 per cent. The total number of 
personnel increased from 3.16 per cent of the total civilian labour force in 1961 to 3.79 per 
cent in 1969. Full-time equivalent personnel have increased by 27.5 per cent relative to 
population and by 22.5 per cent relative to patient-days. Each patient-day in 1969 therefore 
required over one-fifth more labour input than a day of care in 1961. 


During the period 1961-1969 there were many changes in the hospital milieu, some 
tending to increase, and others tending to decrease hospital personnel requirements. 


One obvious factor contributing to increased personnel requirements is the growth of 
out-patient services, but it is not possible at this time to determine precisely the effect of 
increased out-patient volumes on staff requirements. 


Another factor relates to the increased use of advanced and far more complex medical 
procedures. These procedures require not only additional personnel but also more highly skilled 
personnel to support the physician in the provision of top-quality patient care.

In addition there has been a trend to decrease the number of working hours per week of 
full-time staff and to grant more vacation time and educational leave. These factors among 
others have tended to increase staff requirements per patient-day of care. 


On the other hand, many developments have tended to reduce the number of hospital 
personnel. Hospitals have been modernized and improved to achieve full advantage of 
labour-saving technology. There have also been improvements in hospital planning, 
organization, and administration. 


It might be said that in many respects the modern hospital bears little resemblance to 
institutions of a generation or even a decade ago. Some hospitals now buy services previously 
provided by their own personnel, for example, contract laundry and housekeeping services. 
They are making increasing use of disposable supplies to replace items which require cleaning 
and sterilization. They are also replacing bulk foods with prepared meals. All these 
developments tend to reduce staff requirements, but they have apparently failed to offset those 
factors causing increases in the number of personnel. 


An increase in the number of full-time equivalent personnel occurred in most provinces in 
1969 compared to 1968 (A50). It can also be seen that some provinces use relatively more 
part-time personnel than others. 


The number of personnel by employment classification appears in Figure 5 and the 
appendix (A51). Trainees constituted 9 per cent of total hospital personnel in 1969. The 
number of trainees has declined relatively in recent years reflecting the trend to provide more 
training for hospital personnel extramurally. Graduate nurses comprising 23.5 per cent of total 
personnel continue to constitute the largest category of employees. Nursing department staff 
(excluding trainees) accounted for 47.5 per cent of all personnel in 1969 compared to 40.3 per 
cent in 1961. 


The appendix also contains a listing of personnel by employment category for each 
province (A52), a percentage distribution (A53) and ratios per 100,000 population (A54). 
Hours of work 


For budget review general hospitals only, the number of paid hours per patient-day 
decreased in 1969 relative to 1968, but the hours of students and trainees were excluded in 
1969, therefore the comparison with earlier years is distorted (A55).

A distribution by service of paid hours in budget review general hospitals shows that 47.0 
per cent was allocated to nursing services, 33.6 per cent to general services, 11.9 per cent to 
special services and 7.5 per cent to educational services. There were, of course, noticeable 
differences among the provinces (A56, A57). 


There were, on average, 14.32 paid hours of work per patient day in budget review’ 
general hospitals in Canada in 1969. The largest component was nursing services 6.73 hours, 


followed by general services 4.81 hours, special services 1.70 hours and educational services 
1.07 hours (AS8). 


Of the paid hours of work in nursing services, 50.8 per cent was provided by graduate 
nurses, 20.9 per cent by qualified nursing assistants, 6.6 per cent by orderlies and 21.6 per cent 
by other nursing department staff (A59, A60).
